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PUBLISHER’S PREFACE 


We are very pleased to present to contemporary readers this new printing 
ofA Textual Concordance of the Holy Scriptures by Father Thomas David 
Williams. A brief examination will convince the reader that this is a 
monumental work of careful compilation and arrangement of various texts 
of the Bible according to topic. The concept of this concordance is simple in 
the extreme— but brilliant. Especially will this become evident as one steeps 
himself in the reading. In the first place, there is a tone of holiness and an air 
of authority permeating Holy Scripture that is quite unlike any other writing. 
But combining the various verses of the Old and the New Testaments on the 
same subject and presenting them together at one time, on one page, deliver 
an impact that is truly awesome, especially so when joined with that 
distinctive, holy and authoritative tone of the Bible. 

The reader will find himself impelled, as it were, from topic to topic, 
moved by a sort of holy curiosity. And from this point of view, A Textual 
Concordance is perhaps the best introduction to Bible reading imaginable, 
for it truly whets a person’s interest and quickly imparts the flavor of 
Scripture. 

As a teaching tool, it is unparalleled. Here one has over 1,900 topics and 
over 18,000 actual verses from the Bible on these various topics, all arranged 
in alphabetical order for easy reference, making this book a quick way to 
learn just what the Bible says on a host of subjects. And in this sense it is 
better than any Buible-study course imaginable. One would be hard-pressed to 
find a more comprehensive presentation by a teacher than he can receive 
independently just by reading this book. As such, therefore, it is ideal for 
home reading, for Bible study classes, as a religion teacher’s aid, and for the 
priest in preparing his sermons. 

For those who are troubled and searching for consolation, A Textual 
Concordance ofthe Holy Scriptures is an excellent companion to help them 
find just those key passages that will bring the comfort which they seek. For 
there is nothing like Scripture to give a person that spiritual uplift in time of 
personal need. This book will provide a lifetime of spiritual inspiration and 
insight, and is one book we predict the reader will refer to again and again. 

In no way can it be said that it is exhaustive; the author clearly admits as 
much in his ““Author’s Preface.” But certainly it goes a very long way toward 
presenting what the Bible teaches on a host of topics. Nor can this book 
possibly replace reading the Bible itself. Rather, it should, and predictably 
will, lead directly into a more régulai- and intensive reading of Scripture on 
the part of the person who uses it 

Originally compiled to assist parish priests in preparing their sermons, this 
book, like all greatly conceived and greatly executed works, has a far wider 
range of appeal than its intended purpose. With the tremendous increase in 
higher education today—zin contrast to the time in which the book was 
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assembled—there exists a far larger potential readership than its author 
could have ever dreamed possible. The author would indeed be gratified to 
learn that his work— conceived as it was for a specific purpose—has reached 
a universal audience, especially of lay people, as this book is now achieving. 

A Textual Concordance will also help the reader to see the integral unity 
of the Bible—in language, in symbol, in history, in topic, in prophecy, and in 
overall intent. It conveys profoundly the impression that the Bible is indeed 
one book, with one essential Author, Almighty God, and that, despite its 
various books being written at different times in history and by different 
authors, it nonetheless retains an amazing unity—a factor recognized by 
every serious student of Holy Writ, and attributable, it is universally 
admitted, to only one possible source, divine inspiration. 

Further, a reading of this book will profoundly impress upon the reader 
that the Bible is a Catholic book, for here are to be found the many 
scriptural passages that support one tenet after another of the Catholic Faith. 
In this respect, it is destined to accomplish a great deal of good. For 
Catholics today are abandoning their faith at an incredible rate, due 
primarily to their lack of knowledge of that Faith. Many are being attracted 
to Fundamentalist-type denominations because of the emphasis there on 
Scripture, for Scripture “breathes” Authority and that indefinable “Spirit of 
God.” But in this book, they will see that “Authority” and “Spirit of God” 
presented in defense of the teachings of the “Mother of all the Churches.” 

Perhaps this book (since it will undoubtedly also be used by our non- 
Catholic Christian brethren) will be instrumental in opening the door for 
many a profound Bible-reading Christian to see that it is in fact within the 
Catholic Church that they are to find that unity of faith Our Lord calls for in 
His prayer: “That they all may be one, as thou, Father, in me, and I in thee; 
that they also may be one in us; that the world may believe that thou hast 
sent me. And the glory which thou hast given me, I have given to them; that 
they may be one, as we also are one.” (Jn. 17:21-22). All believing Christians 
know that we must be one with Christ in His Mystical Body in order to find 
salvation. As St. Paul says in Ephesians 4:1-6, “I, therefore, a prisoner in the 
Lord, beseech you that you walk worthy of the vocation in which you are 
called, with all humility and mildness, with patience, supporting one another 
in charity. Careful to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace. One 
body and one Spirit; as you are called in one hope of your calling. One Lord, 
one faith, one baptism. One God and Father ofall, who is above all, and 
through all, and in us all.” Clearly, Our Lord expects of us unity in faith, for 
He said in John 10:16, “And other sheep I have who are not of this fold: 
them also | must bring, and they shall hear my voice, and there shall be one 
fold and one shepherd.” (Emphasis mine). 

Finally a word needs to be said about the version of Sacred Scripture used 
in | Textual Concordance oj the Holy Scriptures. At the time this book was 
compiled, there was only one English Catholic Bible in universal use, and 
that was the Douay-Rheims version, which this concordance uses. Those who 
have been reading the modern Catholic Bibles in English or one of the 
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several Protestant versions will discover in this translation a power, clarity 
and succinctness—yes, an authority—not to he found in other versions. 

The reason for this is simple. The Douay-Rheims Bible is an exact, literal, 
word-for-word (slavishly faithful, if you will) translation of St. Jerome’s Latin 
Vulgate Bible (translated approximately 375-415 A.D.). In tum, the Vulgate 
was a faithful, word-for-word, literal translation of the Bible from its original 
texts. The Vulgate quickly became the only Bible universally used in the 
Western or Latin Rite Church, the largest rite by far of the Roman Catholic 
Church—and this during a period of some 1500 years. (To illustrate its 
importance, the first book printed by Johann Gutenberg and his associates 
was St. Jerome’s Latin Vulgate Bible.) 

The ancient translators of the Bible were extremely careful to render their 
translations in a faithful, word-for-word manner, as were the translators of 
the Douay-Rheims version. The result is that, to the extent possible in any 
translation, the true and literal meaning of the Bible comes through in this 
one. Modern translatore, on the other hand, in the interest of making the 
Bible more intelligible to contemporary readers, quite often have made 
rather loose translations—translations wherein they, the translators, would try 
to determine the meaning which the inspired writers were trying to convey in 
the original tongues and then translate into English that meaning which they 
understand the Scriptures to have. This may appear to be a valid method, 
but in my opinion, it errs in two respects: The first is that if they mistake the 
meaning intended by the inspired writers, then the English reader is deprived 
of the true meaning. And the second is that the Bible often has 
multidimensional meanings, even though expressed in simple words; by 
translating “meanings” rather than the literal words, the modern translators 
often render only one of the meanings contained in the original. 

For these reasons, therefore, the Douay-Rheims possesses a clarity and a 
power which are often missing in other versions. In fact, this version is so 
packed with meaning that often a single phrase can yield profound spiritual 
insight, and thus the solemnity, profundity and penetrating truth of the Word 
of God really come through in this translation. 

Much more could be said along this line, though space does not permit a 
full exposition here. Nonetheless, it should be realized that the Douay- 
Rheims version is a completely faithful translation of the Latin Vulgate Bible 
of St. Jerome (347-420) and that St. Jerome spoke Greek and Latin as you 
and I speak English, that he had made nearly a lifetime study of Hebrew, 
that he had manuscripts of the various books of the Bible which were ancient 
even then and which have been lost to history, that he was a transcendent 
linguistic genius and far and away the greatest man in the history of biblical 
translation, that our early manuscripts of his Vulgate are older and more 
reliable than either the Greek manuscripts of the New Testament or the 
Septuagint (Old Testament), on the one hand, or, on the other, of the 
original Hebrew manuscripts. Thus, one might safely conclude, in my 
opinion, that, as the Holy Spirit has inspired Sacred Scripture, He must 
perforce also watch over it and protect it if mankind is to enjoy it intact; and 
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that insofar as the Vulgate was the only bible in universal use throughout 
Christendom for over a thousand years (415 to 1444, when printing was 
invented and modern language translations began to appear), then the 
Vulgate is the Bible in its essential accuracy—if the Church during those 
thousand years can be said to have had the Bible. 

In fact, the Sacred Council of Trent (1545-1564) proclaimed as much: 
“Moreover, the same Holy Council... ordains and declares that the old 
Latin Vulgate Edition, which, in use for so many hundreds of years, has been 
approved by the Church, be in public lectures, disputations, sermons and 
expositions held as authentic, and that no one dare or presume under any 
pretext whatsoever to reject it.” (Fourth Session, April 8, 1546). As Pope 
Pius XII stated in his 1943 encyclical letter On the Promotion of Biblical 
Studies, this means that the Vulgate is “free from any error whatsoever in 
matters of faith and morals.” (Paragraph 21). To repeat, the Douay-Rheims 
Bible is a completely faithful translation of the Vulgate, which is the official 
Bible of the Roman Catholic Church. Therefore, this concordance employs 
the very best English translation of the Bible. 

A Textual Concordance ofthe Holy Scriptures, finally, demonstrates again 
and again, topic after topic, how God filled the Old Testament with 
prefigurements and foreshadowings of the Christian mysteries and doctrines. 
And for this reason, it provides a built-in Catholic guide to the reading of the 
Bible. 

It is important for all to study Scripture, for, as St. Jerome has said, 
“Ignorance of Scripture is ignorance of Christ.” May this book, therefore, 
provide its readers with a lifetime of inspiring, informative and formational 
reading, and through it may they grow in the knowledge and love of Sacred 
Scripture and thereby in the knowledge and love of God Himself.

AUTHOR’S PREFACE 


Leo XIII, in his encyclical, Providentissimus Deus (Nov. 18, 1893), on the 
study of Holy Scripture, speaking of the life and power that the frequent use 
of the Sacred Text gives to the utterances of the preacher of the Divine 
Word, adds: “And it is this peculiar and singular power of Holy Scripture, 
arising from the inspiration of the Holy Ghost, which gives authority to the 
sacred orator, fills him with apostolic liberty of speech, and communicates 
force and power to his eloquence. For those who infuse into their efforts the 
spirit and strength of the Word of God speak not in word only, but in power 
also, and in the Holy Ghost, and in much fullness. Hence, those preachers 
aie foolish and improvident who, in speaking of religion and proclaiming the 
things of God, use no words but those of human science and human pru- 
dence, trusting to their own reasonings rather than to those of God. Their 
discourses may be brilliant and fine, but they must be feeble and they must 
be cold, for they are without the fire of the utterance of God, and they must 
fall far short of that mighty power which the speech of God possesses.” 

To give this power, and to place at more ready disposal the treasures of 
this sacred mine, the present work has been compiled, and is now’ offered. 
This work is a textual concordance of Holy Scripture, arranged especially for 
use in preaching. It follows simply the alphabetical order of subjects; and 1s 
divided into two paits or books, moral and dogmatic; to which is added an 
appendix containing principally the miracles, prophecies, and parables of 
Christ. 

In accordance with the purpose of this work, it has been the aim of the 
compiler to choose only such subjects, or headings, as would be of practical 
use in preaching; and under them to place only such texts as clearly and 
strongly bear upon the subjects to which they refer. 

This concordance necessarily is far from exhaustive; but it is hoped that 
each topic is sufficiently enriched with the Scripture texts pertaining to it to 
furnish meat and substance for many discourses. 

This work differs largely from that masterpiece of Scripture compilation, 
The Divine Armoury, by Father Vaughan, both in arrangement and in choice 
of subjects or headings. A glance at the index of both works will show this 
sufficiently. It differs also from the Thesaurus Bibiteus of Father Lambert, 
being more restricted in choice of subjects and of texts. The first part, which 
constitutes the bulk of the work, is simply the result of frequent perusals of 
the Sacred Text, and was compiled, in the course of some seven years, 
neither by reference to, nor by the aid of, any other work of this or a similar 
nature. 

In the second part, which contains the scriptural proofs in the course of 
dogma, I have followed in great measure that clear and excellent work, Syn- 
opsis Theologiae Dogmaticae, by Father Tanquerey. 

In the appendix, on the miracles and prophecies of Christ, I have followed, 
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in part, the Manuel Biblique of Bacuez and Vigouroux, and The Christ the 
Son of God, by the ,\bbe Constant Fouard. 

It is earnestly hoped that this work, in spite of its many imperfections, may 
be of some slight aid, to enable the preacher of the Divine Word to follow 
the desire and instruction of our late Holy Father, expressed in the same en- 
cyclical: 

“Let all, therefore, especially the novices of the ecclesiastical army, under- 
stand how deeply the sacred books should be esteemed, and with what eager- 
ness and reverence they should approach this great arsenal of heavenly arms. 
For those whose duty it is to handle Catholic doctrine before the learned or 
unlearned will nowhere find more ample matter or more abundant exhorta- 
tion ... ‘Let the speech of the priest be ever seasoned with scriptural read- 


ing.

ABSTINENCE FROM WINE 


The Lord also said to Aaron: 

You shall not drink wine nor any 
thing that may make drunk, thou nor 
thy sons, when you enter into the taber- 
nacle of the testimony, lest you die: 
because it is an everlasting precept 
through your generations: 

And that you may have knowledge 
to discern between holy and unholy, be- 
tween unclean and clean.—Lev. x. 8-11. 

And the Lord spoke to Moses, saying: 

Speak to the children of Israel, and 
thou shalt say to them: When a man, 
or woman, shall make a vow to be sanc- 
tificil. and will consecrate themselves to 
the Lord: 

They shall abstain from wine, and 
from every thing that may make a man 
drunk. They shall not drink vinegar 
of wine, or of any other drink, nor any 
thing that is pressed out of the grape: 


nor shall they eat grapes either fresh or 


dried. 


ABSTINENCE 


All the days that they are consecrated 
to the Lord by vow: they shall eat noth- 
ing that cometh of the vineyard, from 
the raisin even to the kernel.—Num. 
vi. 1-5. 

Now there was a certain man of 
Saraa, and of the race of Dan, whose 
name was Manue, and his wife wras 
barren. 

And an angel of the Lord appeared 
to her, and said: Thou art barren and 
without children: but thou shalt con- 
ceive and bear a son. 

Now therefore beware and drink no 
wine nor strong drink, and eat not any 
unclean thing. 

Because thou shalt conceive and bear 
a son, and no razor shall touch his 
head : for he shall be a Nazarite of God 
from his infancy, and from his mother’s 
womb, and ‘he shall begin to deliver 
Israel from the hands of the Philis- 
tines. — 

And the angel of the Lord said to 
Manue: From all the things I have 
spoken of to thy wife, let her refrain 
herself: 

And let her eat nothing that cometh 
of the vine, neither let her drink wine 
or strong drink, nor eat any unclean 
thing: and whatsoever I have com- 
manded her, let her fulfil and observe. 
—Judges Xiii. 2-6, 13, 14. 

Look not upon the wine when it is 
yellow, when the color thereof shineth 
in the glass: it goeth in pleasantly, 

But in the end, it will bite lke a 
snake, and will spread abroad poison 
like a basilisk.—Prov. xxiii. 31, 32. 

And I set before the sons of the 
house of the Rechabites pots full of 
wine, and cups: and I said to them: 
Drink ye wine. 

And they answered: We will not 
drink wine: because Jonadab the son of 
Rechab, our father, commanded us, say- 
ing: You shall drink no wine, neither 
you, nor your children, for ever. | 

Therefore we have obeyed the voice 
of Jonadab the son of Rechab, our 
father, in all things that he commanded 
us: so as to drink no wine all our days: 
neither we, nor our wives, nor our sons, 
nor our daughters. . 

And Jeremias said to the house of

the Rechabites: Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel: Because you 
have obeyed the commandment of 
Jonadab your father, and have kept all 
his precepts, and have done all that he 
commanded you: 

Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel: There shall not 
be wanting a man of the race of Jona- 
dab, the son of Rechab, standing before 
me for ever.—Jer. xxxv. 5, 6, 8, 18, 19. 

And no priest shall drink wine when 
he is to go into the inner court.—Ezech.

And in Joppe there was a certain 
disciple named Tabitha, which by inter- 
pretation is called Dorcas. This woman 
was full of good works and almsdeeds 
which she did. 

And it came to pass in those days 
that she was sick, and died. Whom 
when they had washed, they laid her 
in an upper chamber. 

And Peter rising up went with them. 
And when he was come they brought 
him into the upper chamber. And all 
the widows stood about him weeping, 
and showing him the coats and gar- 
ments which Dorcas made them. 

And they all being put forth, Peter 
kneeling down prayed, and turning to 
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the body, he said: Tabitha, arise. And 
she opened her eyes; and seeing Peter, 
she sat up.—Acts 1x. 36, 37, 39, 40. 

And there was a certain man in 
Caesarea, named Cornelius, a centurion 
of that which is called the Italian 
band ; 

A religious man, and fearing God 
with all his house, giving much alms to 
the people, and always praying to God. 

This man saw in a vision manifestly, 
about the ninth hour of the day, an an- 
gel of God coming in unto him, and 
saying to him: Cornelius. 

And he, beholding him, being seized 
with fear, said: What is it, Lord? And 
he said to him: Thy prayers and thy 
alms are ascended for a memorial in 
the sight of God.—Acts x. 1-4. 

Now this I say: He who soweth spar- 
ingly, shall also reap sparingly: and he 
who soweth in blessings, shall also reap 
blessings... . 

And he that ministereth seed to the 
sower, will both give you bread to eat, 
and will multiply your seed, and in- 
crease the growth of the fruits of your 
justice.—2 Cor. 1x. 6, 10.

There will not be wanting poor in 
the land of thy habitation: therefore I 


command thee to open thy hand to thy | 


needy and poor brother that liveth in 
the land.— Deut. xv. 7-11. 

When thou hast reaped the corn in 
thy field, and hast forgot and left a 
sheaf, thou shalt not return to take it 
away: but thou shalt suffer the stran- 
ger, and the fatherless and the widow 
to take it away: that the Lord thy God 
may bless thee in all the works of thy 
hands. 

If thou have gathered the fruit of 
thy olive trees, thou shalt not return to 
gather whatsoever remained! on the 
trees: but shalt leave it for the stran- 
ger, for the fatherless, and the widow. 

If thou make the vintage of thy vine- 
yard, thou shalt not gather the clusters 
that remain, but they shall be for the 
stranger, the fatherless, and the widow. 

Remember that thou also wast a 
bondman in Egypt, and therefore I

This is the interpretation of the 
sentence of the most High, which is 
come upon my lord the ‘king. 

They shall cast thee out from among 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
cattle and with wild beasts, and thou 
shalt eat grass as an ox, and shalt be 
wet with the dew of heaven: and seven 
times shall pass over thee, till thou 
know that the most High ruleth over 
the kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomsoever he will. 

But whereas he commanded, that the 
stump of the roots thereof, that 1s, of 
the tree, should be left: thy kingdom 
shall remain to thee after thou shalt 
have known that power is from heaven. 
— Dan. iv. 14, 21-23. 

Let every soul be subject to higher 
powers: for there is no power but from 
God: and those that are, are ordained 
of God. 

Therefore he that resistetti the power, 
resistetti the ordinance of God. And 
they that resist purchase to themselves 
damnation. . 

For he is God’s minister to thee, for 
good. But if thou do that which is 
evil, fear: for he beareth not the sword 
in vain. For he is God's minis- 
ter: an avenger to execute wrath upon 
him that doth evil. 

Wherefore be subject of necessity, 
not only for wrath, but also for con- 
science’ sake. 

For therefore also you pay tribute. 
For they are the ministers of God, serv-

CHARACTER AND DUTIES 
REQUIRED OF THE 


Take heed to yourselves, and to the 
whole flock, wherein the Holy Ghost 
hath placed you bishops, to rule the 
church of God, which he hath pur- 
chased with his own blood.—A cis xx. 28. 

A faithful saying: if a man desire 
the office of a bishop, he desireth a good 
work. 

It bchoveth therefore a bishop to be 
blameless, the husband of one wife, 
sober, prudent, of good behavior, chaste, 
given to hospitality, a teacher. 

Not given to wine, no striker, but

modest, not quarrelsome, not covetous, 
but 

One that ruleth well his own house, 
having his children in subjection with 
all chastity. 

But if a man know not how to rule 
his own house, how shall he take care 
of the church of God? 

Not a neophyte: lest being puffed up 
with pride, he fall into the judgment 
of the devil. 

Moreover he must have a good testi- 
mony of them who are without: lest 
he fall into reproach and the snare of 
the devil.—I1 Tim. iii. 1-7. 

Impose not hands lightly upon any 
man, neither be partaker of other men’s 
sins. Keep thyself chaste.—1 Tim. v. 22. 

For a bishop must be without crime, 
as the steward of God: not proud, not 
subject to anger, not given to wine, 
no striker, not greedy of filthy lucre: 

But given to hospitality, gentle, 
sober, just, holy, continent: 

Embracing that faithful word which 
is according to doctrine, that he may 
be able to exhort in sound doctrine, and 
to convince the gainsayers.—Titus 1. 
7-10. 

For every high priest taken from 
among men, is ordained for men in 
the things that appertain to God, that 
he may offer up gifts and sacrifices for 
sins: 

Who can have compassion on them 
that are ignorant and that err: because 
he himself also is compassed with in- 
firmity. 

And therefore he ought, as for the 
people, so also for himself, to offer 
for sins. 

Neither doth any man take the honor 
to himself, but he that is called by 
God, as Aaron was.—Heb. v. 1-4. 

The ancients therefore that are 
among you, I beseech, who am myself 
also an ancient, and a witness of the 
sufferings of Christ: as also a partaker 
of that glory which is to be revealed 
in time to come: 

Feed the flock of God which is among 


you, taking care of it, not by con- 
straint, but willingly, according to 
God: not for filthy lucre’s sake, but 


voluntarily : 
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Neither as lording it over the clergy, 
but being made a pattern of the flock 
from the heart. 

And when the prince of pastors 
shall appear, you shall receive a never- 
fading crown of glory.—l Peter v. 1-4. 


BLASPHEMY 


And thou shalt speak to the children 
of Israel: the man that curseth his 
God, shall bear his sin: 

And he that blasphemeth the name 
of the Lord, dying let him die: all the 
multitude shall stone him, whether he 
be a native or a stranger. He that 
blasphemeth the name of the Lord, dy- 
ing let him die.—Lev. xxiv. 15, 16. 

Whom hast thou reproached, and 
whom hast thou blasphemed? against 
whom hast thou exalted thy voice, and 
lifted up thy eyes on high? against the 
holy one of Israel.—4 Kings xix.

Blind the heart of this people, and 
make their ears heavy, and shut their 
eyes: lest they see with their eyes, and 
hear with their ears, and understand 
with their heart, and be converted and 
I heal them.—Js. vi.

Many shall be chosen, 
white, and shall be tried as fire: and 
the wicked shall deal wickedly, and 
none of the wicked shall understand, 
but the learned shall understand.— 
Dan. xii. 10. 

And he (Christ) said to them: To 
you it is given to know the mystery of 
the kingdom of God: but to them that 
are without, all things are done in para- 
bles: 

That seeing they may see, and not 
perceive; and hearing they may hear, 
and not understand: lest at any time 
they should be converted, and their sins 
should be forgiven them.—Mark iv. 
11, 12. 

And whereas he (Christ) had done 
so many miracles before them, they be- 
lieved not in him: 

That the saying of Isaias the prophet 
might be fulfilled, which he said: Lord, 
who hath believed our hearing? and to 
whom hath the arm of the Lord been 
revealed ?

For, until this present day, the self- 
same veil, in the reading of the old 
testament, remaineth not taken away 
(because in Christ it is made void). 

But even until this day, when Moses 
is read, the veil is upon their heart. 

But when they shall be converted to 
the Lord, the veil shall be taken away. 
—2 Cor. ili. 13-16. 

And if our gospel be also hid, it is 
hid to them that are lost, 

In whom the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of unbelievers, that 
the light of the gospel of the glory of 
Christ, who is the image of God, 
should not shine unto them.—2 Cor.

They have been rebellious to the 
light, they have not known his ways, 
neither have they returned by his paths. 
—Job xxiv. 13. 

The words of his mouth are iniquity 
and guile: he would not understand 
that he might do well.—Ps. xxxv. 4. 

And man when he was in honor did 
not understand; he is compared to 
senseless beasts, and is become like to 
them.—Ps. xlviii. 13. 

The wicked are alienated from the 
womb; they have gone astray from the 
womb: they have spoken false things. 

Their madness is according to the 
likeness of a serpent: like the deaf asp 
that stoppeth her ears: 

Which will not hear the voice of the 
charmers; nor of the wizard that 
charmeth wisely.—Ps. Ivu. 4-6. 

And ‘he hath poured out upon him 
the indignation of his fury, and a 
strong battle, and hath burnt him round 
about, and he knew not: and set him on 
fire, and he understood not.—JIs. xlii. 25. 

Bring forth the people that are blind, 


‘God punching the sinner. 
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and have eyes: that are deaf, and have 
ears.— Is. xliii. 8. 

O Lord, thy eyes are upon truth: 
thou hast struck them, and they have 
not grieved: thou hast bruised them, 
and they have refused to receive cor- 
rection: they have made their faces 
harder than the rock, and they have re- 
fused to return.—Jer. v. 3. 

And looking round about on them 
with anger, being grieved for the blind- 
ness of their hearts, he (Christ) sayeth 
to the man: Stretch forth thy hand. 
And he stretched it forth: and his hand 
was restored unto him.—Mark iu. 5. 

In him was life, and the life was the 
light of men. 

And the light shineth in darkness, 
and the darkness did not comprehend 
i ea 4 

He was in the world, and the world 
was made by him, and the world knew 
him not.—John 1. 4, 5, 10. 

And this is the judgment: because 
the light is come into the world, and 
men loved darkness rather than the 
light: for their works were evil. 

For every one that doth evil hateth 
the light, and cometh not to the light, 
that his works may not be reproved.— 
John iil. 19, 20. 

If I had not come, and spoken to 


them, they would not have sin; but 
now they have no excuse for their 
sin. 


If I had not done among them the 
works that no other man hath done, 
they would not have sin; but now they 
have both seen and hated both me and 
my Father.—John xv. 22, 24. 

For they that inhabited Jerusalem, 
and the rulers thereof, not knowing 
‘him, nor the voice of the prophets, 
which are read every Sabbath, judging 
him, have fulfilled them.—Acts xiii. 27. 

And some believed the things that 
were said; but some believed not. 

And when they agreed not among 
themselves, they departed. Paul speak- 
ing this one word: Well did the Holy 
Ghost speak to our fathers by Isaias 
the prophet. 

Saying: Go to this people, and say 
to them: With the ear you shall hear, 

‘Chrlat, the Saviour. 
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and shall not understand; and seeing 
you shall see, and shall not perceive. 

For the heart of this people is grown 
gross, and with their ears have they 
heard heavily, and their eyes have they 
shut; lest perhaps they should see 
with their eyes, and hear with their 
ears, and understand with their heart, 
and should be converted, and I should 
heal them.—Acts xxviii. 24-27. 

This then I say and testify in the 
Lord: That henceforward you walk not 
as also the Gentiles walk in the vanity 
of their mind, 

Having their understanding dark- 
ened, being alienated from the life of 
God through the ignorance that is in 
them, because of the blindness of their 
hearts, 

Who despairing, have given them- 
selves up to lasciviousness, unto the 
working of all uncleanness, unto covet- 
ousness.—Eph. iv. 17-19. 

Now as Jannes and Mambres resisted 
Moses, so these also resist the truth, 
men corrupted in mind, reprobate con- 
cerning the faith.—2 Tim. i. 8. 

Knowing this first, that in the last 
days there shall come deceitful scoffers, 
walking after their own lusts, 

Saying: Where is his promise, or his 
coming? for since the time that the 
fathers slept, all things continue as 
they were from the beginning of the 
creation. 

For this they are wilfully ignorant of, 
that the heavens were before, and the 
earth, out of water, and through water, 
consisting by the word of God.— 
2 Peter ili. 3-5.

Because they have not understood the 
works of the Lord, and the operations 
of his hands: thou shalt destroy them, 
and shalt not build them up.— P s. xxvii. 5. 

The kite in the air hath known her

time: the turtle, and the swallow, and 
the stork have observed the time of 
their coming: but my people have not 
known the judgment of the Lord. 

How do you say: We are wise, and 
the law of the Lord is with us? In- 
deed the lying pen of the scribes hath 
wrought falsehood. 

The wise men are confounded, they 
are dismayed and taken: for they have 
cast away the word of the Lord, and 
there is no wisdom in them.—Jer. viii. 
7-9, 

Jesus saith to them: Amen, I say to 
you, that the publicans and the harlots 
shall go into the kingdom of God be- 
fore you. 

For John came to you in the way of 
justice, and you did not believe him. 
But the publicans and the harlots be- 
lieved him: but you, seeing it, did not 
even afterwards repent, that you might 
believe him.—Matt. xxi. 31, 32. 

And when he drew near, seeing the 
city, he wept over it, saying: 

If thou also hadst known, and that 
in this thy day, the things that are to 
thy peace; but now they are hidden 
from thy eyes. 

For the days shall come upon thee: 
and thy enemies shall cast a trench 
about thee, and compass thee round, 
and straiten thee on every side, 

And beat thee flat to the ground, and 
thy children who are in thee: and they 
shall not leave in thee a stone upon a 
stone: because thou hast not known the 
time of thy visitation.—Luke x1x.41-44. 

And as they liked not to have God 
in their knowledge, God delivered them 
up to a reprobate sense, to do those 
things which are not convenient. 

Who, having known the justice of 
God, did not understand that they who 
do such things, are worthy of death; 
and not only they that do them, but 
they also that consent to them that do 
them.—Rom. 1. 28, 32. 

And then that wicked one shall be 
revealed, whom the Lord Jesus shall 
kill with the spirit of his mouth; and 
shall destroy with the brightness of his 
coming, him, 

Whose coming is according to the 
working of Satan, in all power, and 
dgns, and lying wonders, 
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And in all seduction of iniquity to 
them that perish; because they receive 
not the love of the truth, that they 
might be saved. Therefore God shall 
send them the operation of error, to 
believe lying: 

That all may be judged who have not 
believed the truth, but have consented 
to iniquity.—2 Thess. ii.

As clouds, and wind, when no rain, 
followeth, so is the man that boasteth, 
and doth not fulfil his promises.—Prov.

Boast not for to-morrow, for thou 
knowest not what the day to come may 
bring forth.—Prov. xxvii. l. 

Let another praise thee, and not thy 
own mouth: a stranger, and not thy 
own lips.—Prov. xxvii. 2. 

He that boasteth, and puffeth up 
himself, stirreth up quarrels: but he 
that trusteth in the Lord shall be 
healed.—Prov. xxviii. 25. 

Be not hasty in thy tongue: and slack 
and remiss in thy works.—Ecclus.iv.34. 

Extol not thyself in doing thy work, 
and linger not in the time of distress.— 
Ečclüs, Xa 29; 

Better is he that laboreth, and 
aboundeth in all things, than he that 
boasteth himself, and wanteth bread.— 
Ecclus. X. 30. 

Two men went up into the temple 
to pray: the one a Pharisee, and the 
other a publican. 

The Pharisee standing, prayed thus 
with himself: O God, I give thee 
thanks that I am not as the rest of 
men, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, 
as also is this publican. 

I fast twice in a week: I give tithes 
of all that I possess. 

And the publican, standing afar off, 
would not so much as lift up his eyes 
towards heaven; but struck his breast, 
saying: O God, be merciful to me a 
sinner. 

I say to you, this man went down 
into his house justified rather than the 
other: because every one that exalteth 
himself, shall be humbled: and he that 
humbleth himself, shall be exalted.— 
Luke xviii. 10-14. 
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And if some of the branches be 
broken, and thou, being a wild olive, 
art ingrafted in them, and art made 
partaker of the root, and of the fat- 
ness of the olive tree, 

Boast not against the branches. But 
if thou boast, thou bearest not the root, 
but the root thee. 

Thou wilt say then: The branches 
were broken off that I might be grafted 
in. 

Well: because of unbelief they were 
broken off. But thou standest by faith: 
be not high-minded, but fear. 

For if God hath not spared the natu- 
ral branches, fear lest perhaps he also 
spare not thee.—Rom. xi. 17-21. 

But he that glorieth, let him glory in 
the Lord. 

For not he who commendeth himself, 
is approved, but he whom God com- 
mendeth.—2 Cot. x. 17, 18. 


BODY, SANCTITY OF OUR 


| beseech you, therefore, brethren, by 
the mercy of God, that you present 
your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
pleasing unto God, your reasonable ser- 
vice.—Rom.

He shall be afflicted with evil, that is 
surety for a stranger: but he that is 
aware of the snares, shall be secure.—

A foolish man will clap hands, when

he ia surety for his friend.—Prov. xvii. 
18. 

Be not with them that fasten down 
their hands, and that offer themselves 
sureties for debts: 

For if thou have not wherewith to re- 
store, What cause is there, that he 
should take the covering from thy bed?

Be not surety above thy power: and if 
thou be surety, think as if thou wert to 
pay it.—Ecclus. viii.

Evil suretyship hath undone many of 
good estate, and hath tossed them as 
a wave of the sea.

All bribery, and injustice shall be 
blotted out, and fidelity shall stand for 
ever.—Ecclus. xl.

Her princes have judged for bribes, 
and her priests have taught for hire, 
and her prophets divined for money:

Is not the Lord in the midst of us? no 
evil shall come upon us. 

Therefore, because of you, Sion shall 
be plowed as a field, and Jerusalem shall 
be as a heap of stones, and the moun- 
tain of the temple as the high places 
of the forests.—Mich.

Behold God hath made me as well as 
thee, and of the same clay I also was 
formed.—Job xxxiii.

All flesh shall perish together, and 
man shall return into ashes.—Job 
xxxiv.

Have we not all one father? hath not 
one God created us? why then doth 
every one of us despise his brother, 
violating the covenant of our fathers? 
10. 

Thus therefore shall you pray: Our 
Father who art in heaven, hallowed be 
thy name.—M att. vi. 9. 

But be not you called Rabbi. For 
one is your master; and all you are 
brethren.—M att, xxi.

Is he the God of the Jews only? Is 
he not also of the Gentiles? Yes, of 
the Gentiles also.—Rom.

The law of the Lord is unspotted, 
converting souls: the testimony of the 
Lord is faithful, giving wisdom to little 
ones. 

The justices of the Lord are right, re- 
joicing hearts: the commandment of 
the Lord is lightsome, enlightening the 
eyes.— Ps. xviii. 8, 9. 

All his commandments are faithful: 
confirmed for ever and ever, made in 
truth and equity.—Ps. ex. 8. 

I meditated also on thy command- 
ments, which I loved. 

And I lifted up my hands to thy 
commandments, which I loved: and I 
was exercised in thy justifications.—Ps. 
cxviii. 47, 48. 

Unless thy law had been my medita- 
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tion, I had then perhaps perished in my 
abjection. 

Thy justifications 1 will never forget: 
for by them thou hast given me life.— 
Ps. cxviii. 92, 93. 

O how have I loved thy law, O Lord! 
it is my meditation all the day. 

Through thy commandment, thou 
hast made me wiser than my enemies: 
for it is ever with me... . 

By thy commandments I have had 
understanding: therefore have I hated 
every way of iniquity.—Ps. cxviii. 97, 
98, 104. 

Because the commandment is a lamp, 
and the law a light, and reproofs of in- 
struction are the way of life.—Prov. 
Vie 4 

God created man of the earth, and 
made him after his own image... . 

He created of him a helpmate like 
to himself: he gave them counsel, and 
a tongue, and eyes, and ears, and a 
heart to devise: and he filled them with 
the knowledge of understanding. 

Moreover he gave them instructions, 
and the law of life for an inheritance. 
—Ecclus. xvii. 1, 5, 9. 

A wise man hateth not the command- 
ments and justices, and he shall not be 
dashed in pieces as a ship in a 
storm. 


A man of understanding is faithful 
to the law of God, and the law is faith- 
ful to him.—Ecclus. xxxill.

Hear, O Israel, the commandments 
of life: give ear. that thou mayst learn 
wisdom.—Bar. 111. 9. 

Do not think that I am come to de- 
stroy the law, or the prophets. I am 
not come to destroy, but to fulfil. 

For amen I say unto you, till heaven 
and earth pass, one jot, or one tittle 
shall not pass of the law, till all be ful- 
filled—Malt.

And Jesus called together his disci- 
ples, and said: I have compassion on 
the multitudes, because they continue 
with me now three days, and have not 
what to eat, and I will not send them 
away fasting, lest they faint in the way.

The fool hath said 
there is no God. 

They are corrupt, and are become 
abominable in their ways: there is none 
that doth good, no not one. 

The Lord hath looked down from 
heaven upon the children of men, to 
see if there be any that understand and 
seek God. 

They are all gone aside, they are be- 
come unprofitable together: there is 
none that doth good, no not one. 

Their throat is an open sepulchre: 
with their tongues they acted deceit- 
fully; the poison of asps is under their 
lips. 

Their mouth is full of cui sing and 
bitterness; their feet are swift to shed 
blood. 

Destruction and unhappiness are in 
their ways: and the way of peace they 
have not known: there is no fear of 
God before their eyes.—Ps. xiii. 1-3. 

And it was not enough for them 
(idolaters) to err about the knowledge 
of God, but whereas they lived in a 
great war of ignorance, they call so 
many and so great, evils peace. 

For either they sacrifice their own 
children, or use hidden sacrifices, or 
keep watches full of madness, 

So that now they neither keep life, 
nor marriage undefiled, but one killeth 
another through envy, or grieveth him 
by adultery: 

And all things are mingled together, 
blood, murder, theft, and dissimula- 


in his heart, 
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tion, corruption and unfaithfulness, 
tumults and perjury, disquieting of the 
good, 

Forgetfulness of God, defiling of 
souls, changing of nature, disorder in 
marriage, and the irregularity of adul- 
tery and uncleanness. 

For the worship of abominable idols 
is the cause, and the beginning and end 
of all evil. 

For either they are mad when they 
are merry: or they prophesy lies, or 
they live unjustly, or easily forswear 
themselves. 

For whilst they trust in idols, which 
are without life, though they swear 
amiss, they look not to be hurt.— IVjs. 
xiv. 22-29. 

Hear the word of the Lord, ye chil- 
dren of Israel, for the Lord shall enter 
into judgment with the inhabitants of 
the land: for there is no truth, and 
there is no mercy, and there is no 
knowledge of God in the land. 

Cursing, and lying, and killing, and 
theft, and adultery have overflowed, 
and blood hath touched blood.—Osee iv. 
he ee 

The holy man is perished out of the 
earth, and there is none upright among 
men: they all lie in wait for blood, 
every one hunteth his brother to death. 

The evil of their hands they call 
good: the prince requireth, and the 
judge is for giving: and the great man 
hath uttered the desire of his soul, and 
they have troubled it. 

lie that is best among them, is as a 
brier: and he that is righteous, as the 
thorn of the hedge. The day of thy 
inspection, thy visitation cometh: now 
shall be their destruction. 

Believe not a friend, and trust not in 
a prince: keep the doors of thy mouth 
from her that sleepeth in thy bosom. 

For the son dishonoreth the father, 
and the daughter riseth up against her 
mother, the daughter-in-law against 
her mother-in-law: and a man’s enemies 
are they of his own household.—M ich. 
vil. 2-6. 

And they changed the glory of the 
incorruptible God into the likeness of 
the image of a corruptible man. and of 
birds, and of four-footed beasts, and 
of creeping things. 
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Wherefore God gave them up to the 
desires of their heart, unto uncleanness, 
to dishonor their own bodies among 
themselves. 

Who changed the truth of God into 
a lie; and worshipped and served the 
creature rather than the Creator, who is 
blessed for ever. Amen. 

For this cause God delivered them 
up to shameful affections. For their 
women have changed the natural use 
into that use which is against nature. 

And in like manner, the men also, 
leaving the natural use of a woman, 
have burned in their lusts one towards 
another, men with men working that 
which is filthy, and receiving in them- 
selves the recompense which was due 
to their error. 

And as they liked not to have God in 
their knowledge. God delivered them 
up to a reprobate sense, to do those 
things which are not convenient; 

Being filled with all iniquity, malice, 
fornication, avarice, wickedness, full 
of envy, murder, contention, deceit, 
malignity, whisperers, 

Detractors, hateful to God, contume- 
lious, proud, haughty, inventors of evil 
things, disobedient to parents, 

Foolish, dissolute, without affection, 
without fidelity, without mercy. 

Who, having known the justice of 
God, did not Tinderstand that they who 
do such things, are worthy of death; 
and not only they that do them, but 
they also that consent to them that do 
them.—Rom. 1. 23-32.

COVENANT OF THE OLD LAW 


And Moses went up to God: and the 
Lord called unto him from the moun- 
tain, and said: Thus shalt thou say to 
the house of Jacob, and tell the chil- 
dren of Israel: 

You have seen what I have done to 
the Egyptians, how I have carried you 
upon the wings of eagles, and have 
taken you to myself. 

If therefore you will hear my voice, 
and keep my covenant, you shall be my 
peculiar possession above all peoples: 
for all the earth is mine. 
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And you shall be to me a priestly 
kingdom, and a holy nation. These are 
the words thou shalt speak to the chil- 
dren of Israel.—Ex. xix. 3-6. 

Keep my sabbaths, and reverence my 
sanctuary: I am the Lord. 

If you walk in my precepts, and keep 
my commandments, and do them, 

I will set my tabernacle in the midst 
of you, and my soul shall not cast you 
off. 

I will walk among you, and will be 
your God, and you shall be my people. 
—Ley. xxvi. 2, 3, 11, 12. 

Because thou art a holy people to the 
Lord thy God. The Lord thy God hath 
chosen thee, to be his peculiar people of 
all peoples that are upon the earth. 

Not because you surpass all nations 
in number, is the Lord joined unto you, 
and hath chosen you, for you are the 
fewest of any people: 

But because the Lord hath loved you, 
and hath kept his oath, which he swore 
to your fathers: and hath brought you 
out with a strong hand, and redeemed 
you from the house of bondage, out of 
the hand of Pharao, the king of Egypt. 

. Keep therefore the precepts, 
and ceremonies, and judgments which I 
command thee this day to do. 

If after thou hast heard these judg- 
ments, thou keep and do them, the Lord 
thy God will also keep his covenant to 
thee, and the mercy which he swore to 
thy fathers.—Deut. vu. 6-8, 11, 12. 

Thou hast chosen the Lord this day 
to be thy God, and to walk in his ways, 
and keep his ceremonies, and precepts, 
and judgments, and obey his command. 

And the Lord hath chosen thee this 
day, to be his peculiar people, as he 
hath spoken to thee, and to keep all his 
commandments:

Now if the ministration of death, en- 
graven with letters upon stones, was 
glorious; so that the children of Israel 
could not steadfastly behold the face of 
Moses, for the glory of his countenance, 
which is made void: 

How shall not the ministration of 
the spirit be rather in glory? 

For if that which is done away was 
glorious, much more that which remain- 
eth is in glory.—2 Cor. i. 7, 8, 11. 

If then perfection was by the Leviti- 
cal priesthood, (for under it the people 
received the law,) what further need 
was there that another priest should rise 
according to the order of Melchisedech, 
and not be called according to the order 
of Aaron? 

For the priesthood being translated, 
it is necessary that a translation also 
be made of the law.—Fleb. vil. 11, 12. 

There is indeed a setting aside of 
the former commandment, because of 
the weakness and unprofitableness 
thereof: 

(For the law brought nothing to per- 
fection,) but a bringing in of a better 
hope, by which we draw nigh to God.— 
Jieb. vii. 18, 19. 

By so much is Jesus made a surety 
of a better testament.—Heb. vil. 22. 

But now he hath obtained a better 
ministry, by how much also he is a 
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mediator of a better testament, which is 
established on better promises.

And he will pay him with reproaches 
and curses, and instead of honor and 
good turn will repay him injuries. 

Many have refused to lend, not out 
of wickedness, but they were afraid to 
be defrauded without cause.—Ecclus.

Moreover, he must have a good testi- 
mony of them who are without: lest he 
fall into reproach and the snare of the 
devil.—I1 Tim. iii. 2, 7. 

But with modesty and fear, having 
a good conscience: that whereas they 
speak evil of you, they may be ashamed 
who falsely accuse your good conversa- 
tion in Christ.—1 Peter iii. 16.

And immediately Jesus stretching 
forth his hand, took hold of him, and

said to him: O thou of little faith, why 
didst thou doubt?- Matt. xiv. 24-31. 

And Jesus rebuked him, and the 
devil went out of him, and the child 
was cured from that hour. 

Then came the disciples to Jesus 
secretly, and said: Why could not we 
cast him out? 

Jesus said to them: Because of your 
unbelief.—Malt. xvii. 17-19. 

The sower went out to sow his seed. 
And as he sowed, some fell by the way- 
side, and it was trodden down, and the 
fowls of the air devoured it. 

And other some fell upon a rock: and 
as soon as it was sprung up, it withered 
away, because it had no moisture. 

Now they upon the rock, are they who, 
when they hear, receive the word with 
joy: and these have no roots; for they 
believe for a while, and in time of temp- 
tation, they fall away.—Luke viii. 5, 
6, 13> 
And when they were sailing, he slept; 
and there came down a storm of wind 
upon the lake, and they were filled, and 
were in danger. 

And they came, and awaked him, say- 
ing: Master, we perish.

Who art thou, that thou shouldst be 
afraid of a mortal man. and of the son 
of man, who shall wither away like 
grass? 
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And thou hast forgotten the Lord 
thy maker, who stretched out the 
heavens, and founded the earth.—J/s. li. 
12 15: 

For he that shall be ashamed of me 
and of my words, of him the Sen of man 
shall be ashamed, when he shall come 
in his majesty, and that of his Father, 
and of the holy angels.—Luke 1x.

FAVOR TO US, GOD’S SPECIAL 


Because thou art a holy people to the 
Lord thy God. The Lord thy God hath 
chosen thee, to be his peculiar people 
of all peoples that are upon the earth. 

Not because you surpass all nations 
in number, is the Lord joined unto you, 
and hath chosen you, for you are the 
fewest of any people: 

But because the Lord hath loved you, 
and hath kept his oath, which he swore 
to your fathers: and hath brought you 
out with a strong hand, and redeemed 
you from the house of bondage, out of 
the hand of Pharao, the king of Egypt. 
— Deut. vii. 6-8. 

Behold, heaven is the Lord’s thy God, 
and the heaven of heaven, the earth and 
all things that are therein. 

And yet the Lord hath been closely 
joined to thy fathers, and loved them, 
and chose their seed after them, that is 
to say, you, out of all nations, as this 
day it is proved.—Deut. x. 14, 15. 

And the Lord hath chosen thee this 
day, to be his peculiar people, as he 
hath spoken to thee, and to keep all his 
commandments: 

And to make thee higher than all na- 
tions which he hath created, to his own 
praise, and name, and glory: that thou 
mayst be a holy people of the Lord thy 
God, as he hath spoken.—Deut. xxvi.

Blessed be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who hath blessed us 
with spiritual blessings in heavenly 
places, in Christ: 

As he chose us in him before the 
foundation of the world, that we should 
be holy and unspotted in his sight in 
charity. 

Who hath predestinated us unto the 
adoption of children through Jesus 
Christ unto himself: according to the 
purpose of his will.—Eph.

The first day shall be holy and 
solemn, and the seventh day shall be 
kept with the like solemnity: you shall 
do no work in them, except those 
things that belong to eating.—Ex. xii. 
14, 16. 

Three times every year you 
celebrate feasts to me. 

Thou shalt keep the feast of unleav- 
ened bread. Seven days shalt thou eat 
unleavened bread, as I commanded 
thee, in the time of the month of new 
corn, when thou didst come forth out 
of Egypt: thou shalt not appear empty 
before me. 

And the feast of the harvest of the 
first-fruits of thy work, whatsoever thou 
hast sown in the field. The feast also in 
the end of the year, when thou hast 
gathered in all thy corn out of the field. 

Thrice a year shall all thy males ap- 
pear before the Lord thy God.—Ex. 
xxiii. 14-17. 

Three times in a year shall all thy 
males appear before the Lord thy God, 
in the place which he shall choose: in 
the feast of unleavened bread, in the 
feast of weeks, and in the feast of 
tabernacles. No one shall appear with 
his hands empty before the Lord: 

But every one shall offer according 
to what he hath, according to the bless- 
ing of the Lord his God, which he shall 
give him.—Deul. xvi. 16, 17. 

And Nehemias (he is Athersatha), 
and Esdras the priest and scribe, and 
the Levites who interpreted to all the 
people, said: This is a holy day to the 
Lord our God: do not mourn nor weep: 


shall

for all the people wept, when they heard 
the words of the law. 

And he said to them: Go, eat fat 
meats, and drink sweet wine, and send 
portions to them that have not prepared 
for themselves: because it is the holy 
day of the Lord, and be not sad: for the 
joy of the Lord is our strength.— 
2 Esd. viii. 9, 10. 

‘They said in their heart, the whole 
kindred of them together: Let us abol- 
ish all the festival days of God from 
the land.—Ps. Ixxiu. 8. 

This is the day which the Lord hath 
made: let us be glad, and rejoice 
therein.—Ps. cxvii.

Why doth one day excel another, and 
one light another, and one year another 
year, when all come of the sun?

these are an abomination to the Lord 


thy God.—Deut. xxiii. 18. 

And king David said to all the as- 
sembly: Solomon my son, whom alone 
God hath chosen, is as yet young and 
tender: and the work is great, for a 
house is prepared not for man, but for 
God.—1 Paral, xxix. l. 

For the house which I desire to build 
is great: for our God is great above all 
gods. 

Who then can be able to build him a 
worthy house? if heaven, and the 
heavens of heavens cannot contain 
him: who am I that I should be able 
to build him a house? but to this end 
only, that incense may be burnt before 
him.—2 Paral, iu. 5, 6. 

Is it credible then that God should 
dwell with men on the earth? If 
heaven, and the heavens of heavens do 
not contain thee, how much less this 
house which I have built?

out of the hand of Madian: know that 
I have sent thee. 

He answered and said: I beseech 
thee, my lord, wherewith shall I deliver 
Israel ? 


Behold, my family is the meanest in 
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Manasses, and | am the least in my 
father’s house.—Judges vi. 14, 15. 

And the men of Ephraim said to him 
(Gedeon): What is this that thou 
meanest to do, that thou wouldst not 
call us when thou wentest to fight 
against Madian? and they chid him 
sharply, and almost offered violence. 

And he answered them: What could 
I have done, like to that which you 
have done? Is not one bunch of grapes 
of Ephraim better than the vintages of 
Abiezer ? 

The Lord hath delivered into your 
hands the princes of Madian, Oreb and 
Zeb: -what could I have done like to 
what you have done? And when he 
had said this, their spirit was ap- 
peased, with which they swelled against 
him.—Judges vill. 1-3. 

And Saul answering, said: Am not I 
a son of Jemini, of the least tribe of 
Israel, and my kindred the last among 
all the families of the tribe of Benja- 
min? Why then hast thou spoken this 
word to me?—1 Kings ix. 21. 

And David said to Michol: Before 
the Lord, who chose me rather than thy 
father, and than all his house, and com- 
manded me to be ruler over the people 
of the Lord in Israel, 

I will both play and make myself 
meaner than I have done: and I will 
be little in my own eyes: and with the 
handmaids of whom thou speakest, I 
Shall appear more glorious.—2 Kings 
vi. 21, 22. 

And Daniel made answer before the 


king, and said: The secret that the 
king desireth to know, none of the wise 
men, or the philosophers, or the 


diviners, or the soothsayers can declare 
to the king. na 

To me also this secret is revealed, 
not by any wisdom that I have more 
than all men alive: but that the inter- 
pretation might be made manifest to 
the king, and thou mightest know the 
thoughts of thy mind.—Dan. u. 27, 30. 

And Jesus saith to him: I will come 
and heal him. 

And the centurion making answer, 
said: Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
Shouldst enter under my roof: but 
only say the word, and my servant shall 
be healed.—Matt. vill. 7, 8. 
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But she came and adored him, say- 
ing: Lord, help me. 

Who answering, said: It is not good 
to take the bread of the children, and 
to cast it to the dogs. 

But she said: Yea, Lord; for the 
Whelps also eat of the crumbs, that fall 
from the table of their masters.—M att. 
xv. 25-27. 

And he (John) preached, saying: 
There cometh after me, one mightier 
than I, the latchet of whose shoes I am 
not worthy to stoop down and loose.—

This I know from the beginning, 
since man was placed upon the earth, 

That the praise of the wicked is 
short, and the joy of the hypocrite but 
for a moment.—Joh xx. 4, 5. 

For what is the hope of the hypo- 
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crite, if through covetousness he take 
by violence, and God deliver not his 
soul? 

Will God hear his cry, when distress 
shall come upon him? 

Or can he delight himself in the Al- 
mighty, and call upon God at all 
times?—Joi) xxvii. 8-10. 

And they loved him with their 
mouth: and with their tongue they 
lied unto him: 

But their heart was not right with 
him: nor were they counted faithful in 
his covenant.—Ps. Ixxvil. 36, 37. 

I saw the wicked huried: who also 
when they were yet living were in the 
holy place, and were praised in the city 
as men of just works: but this also is 
vanity.— Eccles, viii. 10. 

Be not incredulous to the fear of 
the Lord: and come not to him with 
a double heart. 

Be not a hypocrite in the sight of 
men, and let not thy lips be a stum- 
bling-block to thee. 

And God discover thy secrets, and 
cast thee down in the midst of the con- 
gregation. 

Because thou earnest to the Lord 
wickedly, and thy heart is full of guile 
and deceit.—Ecclus. 1. 36, 37, 39, 40. 

An enemy hath tears in his eyes, and 
while he pretendeth to help thee, will 
undermine thy feet. 

He will shake his head, and clap his 
hands, and whisper much, and change 
his countenance.—Ecclus. xii.

There is one that humbleth himself 
wickedly, and his interior is full of de- 
ceit.—Ecclus.

Hypocrites, well hath Isaias prophe- 
sied of you, saying: 

This people honoreth me with their 
lips: but their heart is far from me.— 
Malt. xv. 7, 8. 

And all their works they do for to 
be seen of men. For they make their 
phylacteries broad, and enlarge their 
fringes. . 

Blind guides, who strain out a gnat, 
and swallow a camel.—Malt, xxiii. 
5, 24. 

Woe to you. scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites; because you make clean the 
outside of the cup and of the dish, but 
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within, you are full of rapine and un- 
cleanness. 

Thou blind Pharisee, first make clean 
the inside of the cup and of the dish, 
that the outside may become clean. 

Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites; because you are like to 
whited sepulchres, which outwardly ap- 
pear to men beautiful, but within, are 
full of dead men’s bones, and of all 
filthiness. 

So you also outwardly indeed appear 
to men just; but inwardly you are full 
of hypocrisy and iniquity.— Matt, xxiii. 
25-28. 

Know also this, that, in the last days, 
shall come dangerous times. 

Men shall be lovers of themselves, 
covetous, haughty, proud, blasphemers, 
disobedient to parents, ungrateful, 
wicked : 

Having an appearance indeed of god- 
liness, but denying the power thereof. 
—2 Tim. iii. 1, 2,

Can the rush be green without mois- 
ture? or a sedge bush grow without 
water! 

When it is yet in flower, and is not 
plucked up with the hand, it withereth 
before all herbs. 

Even so are the ways of all that for- 
get God, and the hope of the hypocrite 
shall perish: 

His folly shall not please him, and 
his trust shall be like the spider’s web. 

He shall lean upon his house, and it 
shall not stand: he shall prop it up, and 
it shall not rise: 

He seemeth to have moisture before 
the sun cometh, and at his rising, his 
blossom shall shoot forth.—Job_ viii. 
11-16. 

And he shall be my saviour: for no 
hypocrite shall come before his pres- 
ence.—Job xiii. 16. 

For the congregation of the hypo- 
crite is barren, and fire shall devour 
their tabernacles, who love to take 
bribes.—Job xv.

And withal being idle, they learn to 
go about from house to house: and are 





not only idle, but tattlers also, and 

busybodies, speaking things which they 
ought not.—I1 Tim. v. 13. 
IDOLATRY 

Let them be all confounded that 


adore graven things, and that glory in 
their idols.—Ps. xcvi. 7. 

For the beginning of fornication 1s 
the devising of idols: and the invention 
of them is the corruption of life. 

For neither were they from the be- 
ginning, neither shall they be for ever. 

For by the vanity of men they came 
into the world: and therefore they shall 
be found to come shortly to an end. 

For a father being afflicted with bit- 
ter grief, made to himself the image 
of his son who was quickly taken away: 
and him who then had died as a man, 
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he began now to worship as a god, and | the image of a corruptible man, and 


appointed him rites and sacrifices 
among his servants. 

Then in process of time, wicked cus- 
tom prevailing, this error was kept as 
a law, and statues were worshipped by 
the commandment of tyrants. 

iind those whom men could not 
honor in presence, because they dwelt 
far off, they brought their resemblance 
from afar, and made an express image 
of the king whom they had a mind to 
honor: that by this their diligence, 
they might honor as present, him that 
was absent. 

And to the worshipping of these, the 
singular diligence also of the artificer 
helped to set forward the ignorant. 

For he being willing to please him 
that employed him, labored with all his 
art to make the resemblance in the best 
manner. 

And the multitude of men, carried 
away by the beauty of the work, took 
him now for a god, that a little before 
was but honored as a man. 

And this was the occasion of deceiv- 
ing human life: for men, serving either 
their affection, or their kings, gave the 
incommunicable name to stones and 
wood. 

And it was not enough for them to 
err about the knowledge of God, but 
whereas they lived in a great war of 
ignorance, they call so many and so 
great evils peace. 

For either they sacrifice their own 
children, or use hidden sacrifices, or 
keep watches full of madness, 

So that now they neither keep life, 
nor marriage undefiled, but one killeth 
another through envy, or grieveth him 
by adultery. 

And all things are mingled together, 
blood, murder, theft, dissimulation, 
corruption and unfaithfulness, tumults 
and perjury, disquieting of the good, 

Forgetfulness of God. defiling of 
souls, changing of nature, disorder in 
marriage, and the irregularity of adul- 
tery and uncleanness. 

For the worship of abominable idols 
is the cause, and the beginning and 
end of all evil.—IVis. xiv. 12-27. 

And they changed the glory of the 
incorruptible God into the likeness of 


of birds, and of four-footed beasts, and 
of creeping things. 

Wherefore God gave them up to the 
desires of their heart, unto unclean- 
ness, to dishonor their own bodies 
among themselves. 

Who changed the truth of God into 
a lie; and worshipped and served the 
creature rather than the Creator, who 


is blessed for ever. Amen.—Rom. 1. 
23-29: 


IDOLATRY, THE FOLLY OF 


The idols of the Gentiles are silver 
and gold, the works of the hands of 
men. 

They have mouths, and speak not: 
they have eyes, and see not. 

They have ears, and hear not: they 
have noses, and smell not. 

They have hands, and feel not: they 
have feet, and walk not: neither shall 
they cry out through their throat. 

Let them that make them, become 
like unto them: and all such as trust 
in them.—Ps. cxill. (Heb. cxv.) 4-8. 

Wherefore thou hast also greatly tor- 
mented them who in their life have 
lived foolishly and unjustly, by the 
same things which they worshipped. 

For they went astray for a long time 
in the ways of error, holding those 
things for gods which are the most 
worthless among beasts, living after the 


manner of children without under- 
standing. 

Therefore thou hast sent a judgment 
upon them as senseless children to 
mock them.—TIFi's. xu. 23-25. 

But unhappy are they, and their 


hope is among the dead, who have 
called gods the works of the hands of 
men, gold and silver, the inventions of 
art, and the resemblances of beasts, or 
an unprofitable stone, the work of an 
ancient hand. 

Or if an artist, a carpenter, hath cut 
down a tree proper for his use in the 
wood, and skilfully taken off all the 
bark thereof, and with his art, dili- 
gently formeth a vessel profitable for 
the common uses of life, 

And useth the chips of his work to 
dress his meat: 
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And taking what was left thereof, 
which is good for nothing, being a 
crooked piece of wood, and full of 
knots, carveth it diligently, when he 
hath nothing else to do, and by the 
skill of his art, fashioneth it, and mak- 
eth it like the image of a man: 

Or the resemblance of some beast, 
laying it over with vermilion, and 
painting it red, and covering every spot 
that is in it: 

And maketh a convenient dwelling 
place for it, and setting it in a wall, 
and fastening it with iron, 

Providing for it, lest it should fall, 
knowing that it is unable to help itself: 
for it is an image, and hath need of 
help. 

And then maketh prayer to it, in- 
quiring concerning his substance, and 
his children, or his marriage. And he 
is not ashamed to speak to that which 
hath no life: 

And for health, he maketh supplica- 
tion to the weak, and for life prayeth 
to that which is dead, and for help call- 
eth upon that which is unprofitable: 

And for a good journey, he petition- 
eth him that cannot walk: and for 
getting, and for working, and for the 
event of all things, he asketh him that 
is unable to do any thing.—IFt's. xiii. 
10-19. 

For they have esteemed all the idols 
of the heathens for gods, which neither 
have the use of eyes to see, nor noses 
to draw breath, nor ears to hear, nor 
fingers of hands to handle, and as for 
their feet, they are slow to walk. 

For man made them: and he that 
borroweth his own breath, fashioned 
them. For no man can make a god like 
to himself. 

For being mortal himself, he form- 
eth a dead thing with his wicked hands. 
For he is better than they whom he 
worshippeth, because he indeed hath 
lived, though he were mortal, but they 
never.— Mis. xv. 15-17. 

The smith hath wrought with his 
file, with coals, and with hammers he 
hath formed it. and hath wrought with 
the strength of his arm: he shall hun- 
ger and faint, he shall drink no water, 
and shall be weary. 

The carpenter hath stretched out his 
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rule, he hath formed it with a plane: 
he hath made it with corners, and hath 
fashioned it round with the compass: 
and he hath made the image of a man, 
as it were a beautiful man dwelling in 
a house. 

He hath cut down cedars, taken the 
holm, and the oak that stood among the 
trees of the forest: he hath planted the 
pine-tree, which the rain hath nour- 
ished. 

And it hath served men for fuel: he 
took thereof, and warmed himself: and 
he kindled it, and baked bread: but of 
the rest, he made a god, and adored it: 
he made a graven thing, and bowed 
down before it. 

Part of it he burnt with fire, and 
with part of it he dressed his meat: he 
boiled pottage, and was filled, and was 
warmed, and said: Aha, I am warm, I 
have seen the fire. 


But the residue thereof he made a 
god, and a graven thing for himself: 
he boweth down before it, and adoreth 
it, and prayeth unto it, saying: Deliver 
me, for thou art my God. 

They have not known, nor under- 
stood: for their eyes are covered, that 
they may not see, and that they may 
not understand with their heart. 

They do not consider in their mind, 
nor know, nor have the thought to say: 
I have burnt part of it in the fire, and 
I have baked bread upon the coals 
thereof: I have broiled flesh, and have 
eaten, and of the residue thereof shall 
I make an idol? shall I fall down be- 
fore the stock of a tree? 

Part thereof is ashes: his foolish 
heart adoreth it, and he will not save 
his soul, nor say: Perhaps there is a 
lie in my right hand.—JIs. xliv. 12-20. 

To whom have you likened me, and 
made me equal, and compared me, and 
made me like? 

You that contribute gold out of the 
bag, and weigh out silver in the scales: 
and hire a goldsmith to make a god: 
and they fall down and worship. 

They bear him on their shoulders, 
and carry him, and set him in his place, 
and he shall stand, and shall not stir 
out of his place. Yea, when they 
shall cry also unto him, he shall not 
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hear: he shall not save them from 
tribulation.—Js. xlvi. <5-7. 

For the laws of the people are vain: 
for the works of the hand of the work- 
man hath cut a tree out of the forest 
with an axe. 

He hath decked it with silver and 
gold: he hath put it together with 
nails and hammers, that it may not fall 
asunder. 

They are framed after the likeness 
of a palm-tree, and shall not speak: 
they must be carried to be removed, be- 
cause they cannot go. 

Therefore fear them not, for they 
can neither do evil nor good.—Jer. x. 
3-5, 

For their tongue that is polished by 
the craftsman, and themselves laid 
over with gold and silver, are false 
things, and they cannot speak. 

And these gods cannot defend them- 
selves from the rust, and the moth. 

But when they have covered them 
with a purple garment, they wipe their 
face, because of the dust of the house, 
which is very much among them. 

This holdeth a sceptre as a man, as 
a judge of the country, but cannot put 
to death one that offendeth him. 

And this hath in his hand a sword, 
or an ax, but cannot save himself 
from war, or from robbers, whereby be 
it known to you, that they are not 
gods. 

Therefore fear them not. 
vessel that a man uses, 
broken, becometh useless, 
their gods: 

When they are placed in the house, 
their eyes are full of dust by the feet 
ot them that go in. 

And as the gates are made sure on 
every side upon one that hath offended 
the king, or like a dead man carried to 
the grave, so do the priests secure the 
doors with bars and locks, lest they be 
stripped by thieves. 

They light candles to them, and in 
great number, of which they cannot see 


For as a 
when it is 
even so are 


one: but they are like beams in the 
house. 
And they say that the creeping 


things which are of the earth, gnaw 
their hearts, while they cat them and 
their garments, and they feel it not. 
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Their faces are black with the smoke 
that is made in the house. 

Owls, and swallows, and other birds 
fly upon their bodies, and upon their 
heads, and cats in like manner. 

Whereby you may know that they 
are no gods. Therefore fear them not 

The gold also which they have, is for 
show, but except a man wipe off the 
rust, they will not shine: for neither 
when they were molten, did they feel it. 

Men buy them at a high price, 
whereas there is no breath in them. 

And having not the use of feet, they 
are carried upon shoulders, declaring 
to men how vile they are. Be they con- 
founded also that worship them. 

Therefore if they fall to the ground, 
they rise not up again of themselves, 
nor if a man set them upright, will 
they stand by themselves, but their 
gifts shall be set before them, as to the 
dead. . . 

And whether it be evil that one doth 
unto them, or good, they are not able 
to recompense it: neither can they set 
up a king, nor put him down. 

In like manner, they can neither give 
riches, nor requite evil. If a man make 
a vow to them, and perform it not, they 
cannot require it. 

They cannot deliver a man from 
death, nor save the weak from the 
mighty. 

They cannot restore the blind man to 
his sight: nor deliver a man from dis- 
tress. 

They shall not pity the widow, nor 
do good to the fatherless. 

Their gods, of wood and of stone, 
and of gold and of silver, are like the 
stones that are hewn out of the moun- 
tains: and they that worship them shall 
be confounded. 

How then is it to be supposed, or to 
be said, that they are gods? 7 

And they are made by workmen and 
by goldsmiths. They shall be nothing 
else but what the priests will have 
them to be. 

For the artificers themselves that 
make them, are of no long continuance. 
Can those things then that are made by 
them, be gods? . 

They cannot set up a king over the 
land, nor give rain to men. 
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They determine no causes, nor de- 
liver countries from oppression; be- 
cause they can do nothing, and are as 
daws between heaven and earth. 

For when fire shall fall upon the 
house of these gods of wood, and of sil- 
ver, and of gold, their priests indeed 
will flee away, and be saved: but they 
themselves shall be burnt in the midst 
like beams. . , 

Neither are these gods of wood and 
of »tone, and laid over with gold and 
with silver, able to deliver themselves 
from thieves or robbers: they that are 
stronger than them 

Shall take from them the gold and 
silver, and the raiment wherewith they 
are clothed, and shall go their way, 
neither shall they help themselves. . . . 

For neither can they curse kings, nor 
bless them. 

Neither do they show signs in the 
heaven to the nations, nor shine as the 
sun, nor give light as the moon. 

Beasts are better than they, which 
can fly under a covert, and help them- 
selves. 

Therefore there 1s no manner of ap- 
pearance that they are gods: so fear 
them not. 

For as a scarecrow in a garden of 
cucumbers keepeth nothing, so are 
their gods of wood and of silver, and 
laid over with gold. 

They are no better than a white

And the Father himself who hath 
sent me, hath given testimony of me: 
neither have you heard his voice at any 
time, nor seen his shape. 

And you have not his word abiding 
in you: for whom he hath sent, him you 
believe not.—John v. 37, 38. 

And when he (the Paraclete) is 
come, he will convince the world of sin, 
and of justice, and of judgment. 

Of sin: because they believed not in 
me.—John xvi. 8, 9. 

For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and injustice of those men that detain 
the truth of God in injustice: 

Because that which is known of God 
is manifest in them. For God hath 
manifested it unto them. 

For the invisible things of him, from 
the creation of the world, are clearly 
seen, being understood by the things 
that are made; his eternal power also, 
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and divinity: so that they are inexcus- 
able. 

Because that, when they knew God, 
they have not glorified him as God, or 
given thanks; but became vain in their 
thoughts, and their foolish heart was 
darkened. 

For professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools.—Rom. 1. 18-22. 

For what if some of them have not 
believed? Shall their unbelief make 
the faith of God without effect? God 
forbid. 

But God is true; and every man a 
liar, as it is written, That thou mayst be 
justified in thy words, and mayst 
Overcome, when thou art judged.—Rom. 
ii. 3, 4. 

Bear not the yoke with unbelievers. 
For what participation hath justice 
with injustice? Or what fellowship 
hath light with darkness? 

And what concord hath Christ with 
Belial? Or what part hath the faithful 
with the unbeliever?—2 Cor. vi. 14, 15. 

If we believe not, he continueth 
faithful, he cannot deny himself.— 
2 Tim. il. 13. 

Wherefore it is said in the scripture: 
Behold I lay in Sion a chief corner- 
stone, elect, precious. And he that 
Shall believe in him, shall not be con- 
founded. 

To you therefore that believe, he is 
honor: but to them that believe not, the 
stone which the builders rejected, the 
same is made the head of the corner: 

And a stone of stumbling, and a rock 
of scandal to them who stumble at the 
word, neither do believe, whercunto 
also they are set.—l Peter i.

Knowing this first, that in the last 
days there shall come deceitful scoffers, 
walking after their own lusts.

And if he that hated me, had spoken 
great things against me. I would per- 
haps have hidden myself from him. 

But thou, a man of one mind, my 
guide, and my familiar, 

Who didst take sweetmeats together 
with me: in the house of God we 
walked with consent.—Ps. liv. 13-15. 

My heart hath expected reproach and 
misery. And I looked for one that 
would grieve together with me, but 
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there was none: and for one that would 
comfort me, and I found none. 

And they gave me gall for my food, 
and in my thirst they gave me vinegar 
to drink.—Ps. Ixviii. 21, 22. 

They have spoken against me with 
deceitful tongues; and they have com- 
passed me about with words of hatred; 
and have fought against me without 
cause. 

Instead of making me a return of 
love, they detracted me: but I gave my- 
self to prayer. 

And they repaid me evil for good: 
and hatred for my love.—Ps. cviii. 3-5. 

Hear, O ye heavens, and give ear, O 
earth, for the Lord hath spoken. I 
have brought up children, and exalted 
them: but they have despised me. 

The ox knoweth his owner, and the 
ass his master’s crib: but Israel hath 
not known me, and my people hath not 
understood.— Is. 1. 2, 3. 

What is there that I ought to do more 
to my vineyard, that I have not done to 
it? was it that I looked that it should 
bring forth grapes, and it hath brought 
forth wild grapes? . . . 

For the vineyard of the Lord of 
hosts is the house of Israel: and the 
man of Juda, his pleasant plant: and I 
looked that he should do judgment, and 
behold iniquity: and do justice, and be- 
hold a cry.—JIs. v. 4, 7. 

This people have I formed for my- 
self, they shall show forth my praise. 

But thou hast not called upon me, O 
Jacob, neither hast thou labored about 
me, O Israel. 

Thou hast not offered me the ram of 
thy holocaust, nor hast thou glorified 
me with thy victims: I have not caused 
thee to serve with oblations, nor 
wearied thee with incense. 

Thou hast bought me no sweet cane 
with money, neither hast thou filled me 
with the fat of thy victims.

And they 
said: These are thy gods, O Israel, that 
have brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt.— Et. xxxii. 1, 2, 4. 

And speaking against God and 
Moses, they said: Why didst thou bring 
us out of Egypt, to die in the wilder- 
ness? There is no bread, nor have we 
any waters: our soul now loatheth this 
very light food.—Num. xxi. 5. 

They kept not the covenant of God: 
and in his law they would not walk. 

And they forgot his benefits, and his 


| wonders that he had shown them. .. . 
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They remembered not his hand, in 
the day that he redeemed them from 
the hand of him that afflicted them.—

Our fathers understood not thy won- 
ders in Egypt: they remembered not 
the multitude of thy mercies:

In all their affliction, he was not 
troubled, and the angel of his presence 
saved them: in his love, and in his 
mercy, he redeemed them, and he car- 
ried them, and lifted them up all the 
days of old. 

But they provoked to wrath, and 
afflicted the spirit of his holy one: and 
he was turned to be their enemy, and he 
fought against them.—Js. Ixiii. 8-10. 

Then went one of the twelve, who 
was called Judas Iscariot, to the chief 
priests,

And they said to Moses: Perhapa 
there were no graves in Egypt, there- 
fore thou hast brought us to die in the

wilderness: why wouldst thou do this, 
to lead us out of Egypt? 

Is not this the word that we spoke to 
thee in Egypt, saying: Depart from us 
that we may serve the Egyptians? for it 
is much better to serve them, than to 
die in the wilderness.—Ex. xiv. 11, 12. 

So the people were thirsty there for 
want of water, and murmured against 
Moses, saying: Why didst thou make 
us go forth out of Egypt, to kill us, 
and our children, and our beasts with 
thirst? 

And Moses cried to the Lord, saying: 
What shall I do to this people? Yet a 
little more, and they will stone me.— 
Ex. xvii. 3, 4. 

He that rendereth evil for good, evil 
shall not depart from his house.—Prov.

And if he be able to pay, he will 
stand off, he will scarce pay one half, 
and will count it as if he had found it: 

But if not, he will defraud him of 
his money, and he shall get him for an 
enemy without cause: 

And he will pay him with reproaches 
and curses, and instead of honor and 
good turn, will repay him injuries.— 
Ecclus. XX1x. 4-9. 

A sinner attributeth to himself the 
goods of his surety: and he that is of 
an unthankful mind, will leave him 
that delivered him.—Ecclus. xxix. 21. 


INJURE OTHERS, WE MUST NOT 


Thou shalt not speak evil of the deaf, 
nor put a stumbling-block before the 
blind: but thou shalt fear the Lord thy 
God, because I am the Lord.—Lev.

There shall be no difference of per- 
sons, you shall hear the little as well 
as the great: neither shall you respect 
any man’s person, because it is the judg- 
ment of God.—Deut. 1. 16, 17.

And considering in what manner he 
was come to it, patiently bearing, he de- 
termined not to do any unlawful things 
for the love of life... . 

Wherefore by departing manfully 
out of this life, I shall show myself 
worthy of my old age: 

And I shall leave an example of forti- 
tude to young men, if with a ready 
mind and constancy I suffer an honor- 
able death, for the most venerable and 
most holy laws. And having spoken 
thus, he was forthwith carried to exe- 
cution. . 

Thus did this man die, leaving not 
only to young men, but also to the 
whole nation, the memory of his death 
for an example of virtue and fortitude. 
—2 Mach. vi. 18-20, 27. 28, 31. 

It came to pass also that seven breth- 
ren, together with their mother, were 
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apprehended, and compelled by the 
king to eat swine’s flesh against the 
law, for which end they were tormented 
with whips and scourges. 

But one of them, who was the eld- 
est, said thus: What wouldst thou ask, 
or learn, of us? we are ready to die 
rather than to transgress the laws of 
God, received from our fathers.— 
2 Mach. vii. 1, 2. 

Blessed are they that suffer persecu- 
tion for justice’ sake: for theirs is the 
kingdom of heaven.—Matt. v. 10.

With a good will serving, as to the 
Lord, and not to men. 

Knowing that whatsoever good thing 
any man shall do, the same shall he 
receive from the Lord, whether he be 
bond, or free.. Eph. vi. 5-8. 

Servants, obey in all things your 
masters according to the flesh, not serv- 
ing to the eye, as pleasing men, but in 
simplicity of heart, fearing God. 

Whatsoever you do, do it from the 
heart, as to the Lord, and not to men: 

Knowing that you shall receive of the 
Lord the reward of inheritance. Serve 
ye the Lord Christ.—Col. in. 22-24. 

Whosoever are servants under the 
yoke, let them count their masters 
worthy of all honor; lest the name of 
the Lord and his doctrine be blas- 
phemed. 

But they that have believing masters, 
let them not despise them, because they 
are brethren; but serve them the rather 
because they are faithful and beloved, 
who are partakers of the benefit. These 
things teach and exhort.—l Tim. vi.

Be ye subject therefore to every hu- 
man creature for God’s sake: whether 
it be to the king as excelling;

If thou make the vintage of thy 
vineyard, thou shalt not gather the clus- 
ters that remain, but they shall be for 
the stranger, the fatherless and the 
widow.—Deut. xxiv. 19-21. 

In judging be merciful to the father- 
less as a father, and as a husband to 
their mother. 

And thou shalt be as the obedient 
son of the most High, and he will have 
mercy on thee more than a mother.— 
Ecclus. iv. 10, 11. 

Religion clean and undefilcd before 
God and the Father is this: to visit the 
fatherless and widows in their tribula- 
tion: and to keep one’s self unspotted 
from this world.—James 1. 27. 


Take heed that you do not your jus- 
tice before men, to be seen by them:

The father waketh for the daughter 
when no man knoweth, and the care for 
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her taketh away his sleep, when she is 
young, lest she pass away the flower of 
her age, and when she is married, lest 
she should be hateful: 

In her virginity, lest she should be 
corrupted, and be found with child in 
her father’s house: and having a hus- 
band, lest she should misbehave herself, 
or at the least, become barren.—Ecclus.

But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, and 
hearkened not to thy commandments. 

And they would not hear, and they 
remembered not thy wonders, which 
thou hadst done for them. And they 
hardened their necks, and gave the head 
to return to their bondage, as it were 
by contention. But thou, a forgiving 
God. gracious and merciful, longsuffer- 
ing, and full of compassion, didst not 
forsake them. 

Yea, when they had made also to 
themselves a molten calf, and had said: 
This is thy God, that brought thee out 
of Egypt: and had committed great 
blasphemies : 

Yet thou, in thy many mercies, didst 
not leave them in the desert: the pillar 
of the cloud departed not from them by 
day to lead them in the way, and the 
pillar of fire by night to show them the 
way by which they should go. 

And thou gavest them thy good 
Spirit to teach them, and thy manna 
thou didst not withhold from their 
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mouth, and thou gavest them water for 
their thirst. 

Forty years didst thou feed them in 
the desert, and nothing was wanting to 
them: their garments did not grow 
old, and their feet were not worn. ... 

And thou didst forbear with them 
for many years, and didst testify 
against them by thy spirit by the 
hand of thy prophets: and they heard 


not, and thou didst deliver them into 
the hand of the people of the 
lands. 


Yet in thy very many mercies thou 
didst not utterly consume them, nor 
forsake them : because thou art a mer- 
ciful and gracious God.—2 Esd. 1x. 
16-21, 30, 31. 

But he is merciful, and will forgive 
their sins: and will not destroy them. 

And many a time did he turn away 
his anger: and did not kindle all his 
wrath. And he remembered that they 
are flesh: a wind that goeth, and return- 
eth not.—Ps. Ixxvu. 38, 39. 

For because sentence is not speedily 
pronounced against the evil, the chil- 
dren of men commit evils without any 
fear. 

But though a sinner do evil a hun- 
dred times, and by patience be borne 
withal, I know from thence that it shall 
be well with them that fear God. who 
dread his face..— Eccles, viii. 11, 12. 

O how good and sweet is thy spirit, 
O Lord, in all things! 

And therefore thou chastisest them 
that err, by little and little: and ad- 
monishes! them, and speakest to them, 
concerning the things wherein they of- 
fend: that leaving their wickedness 
they may believe in thee, O Lord.—IVis. 
xil. 1, 2. 

Yet even those thou sparedst as men, 
and didst send wasps, forerunners of 
thy host, to destroy them by little and 
little. 

Not that thou wast unable to bring 
the wicked under the just by war, or 
by cruel beasts, or by one rough 
word to destroy them at once: 

But executing thy judgments by de- 
grees. thou gavest them place of re- 
pentance, not being ignorant that they 
were a wicked generation, and their 
malice natural, and that their thought 
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could never be 
8-10. 

But thou hast taught thy people by 
such works, that they must be just and 
humane, and hast made thy children 
to be of a good hope: because in judg- 
ing thou givest place for repentance of 
sins. 

For if thou didst punish the enemies 
of thy servants, and that deserved to 
die, with so great deliberation, giving 
them time and place whereby they 
might be changed from their wicked- 
ness: 

With what circumspection hast thou 
judged thy own children, to whose 
parents thou hast sworn, and made 
covenants of good promises?—Wis. xii. 
19-21. 

For whom hast thou been solicitous 
and afraid, that thou hast lied, and hast 
not been mindful of me, nor thought on 
me in thy heart? for I am silent, and 
as one that seeth not, and thou hast for- 
gotten me.—/s. Ivii. 11. 

I will not execute the fierceness of 
my wrath: I will not return to destroy 
Ephraim: because I am God, and not 
man: the holy one in the midst of thee, 
and I will not enter into the city.—Osee 
xi. 9. 

Thy eyes are too pure to behold evil, 
and thou canst not look on iniquity. 
Why lookest thou upon them that do 
unjust things, and boldest thy peace 
when the wicked devoureth the man 
that is more just than himself?—Hab.

He spoke also this parable: A certain 
man had a fig-tree planted in his vine- 
yard, and he came seeking fruit on it, 
and found none.

Be glad and rejoice, for your reward 
is very great in heaven. For so they 
j>ersecuted the prophets that were be- 
fore you.—M att. v. 10-12. 

Blessed shall you be when men shall 
hate you, and when they shall separate 
you, and shall reproach you. and east 
out your name as evil, for the Son of 
man’s sake. 

Be glad in that day and rejoice; for 
behold, your reward is great in heaven. 
— Luke vi. 22, 23. 

Think ye, that I am come to give 
peace on earth? I tell you, no; but 
separation. 

For there shall be from henceforth

They are the ministers of Christ (I 
speak as one less wise): I am more;

frequently, in stripes above measure, 
in deaths often. 

Of the Jews five times did I receive 
forty stripes, save one. 

Thrice was I beaten with rods, once 
I was stoned, thrice I suffered ship-

wreck, a night and a day I was in 
the depth of the sea—2 Cor. xi. 


For which cause I please myself in 
my infirmities, in reproaches, in neces- 
sities, in persecutions, in distresses, for 
Christ. For when I am weak, then am 
I powerful.—2 Cor. xii. 10. 

Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, are 
the children of promise. 

But as then he that was born accord- 
ing to the flesh, persecuted him that was 
after the spirit; so also it is now.— 
Gal. iv. 28, 29. 

And in nothing be ye terrified by the 
adversaries: which to them is a cause 
of perdition, but to you of salvation, 
and this from God:

Therefore doth the Father love me: 
because I lay down my life, that I may 
take it again. 

No man taketh it away from me: but

Thou thoughtest unjustly 
that I should be like to thee: but I will 
reprove thee, and set before thy face. 

Understand these things, you that 
forget God; lest he snatch you away, 
and there be none to deliver you.—Pj. 
xlix. 10. 17; 21; 22: 

And they loved him with their mouth: 
and with their tongue they lied unto 
him: 

But their heart was not right with 
him: nor were they counted faithful in 
his covenant.—Ps. Ixxvu. 36, 37. 

He hath commanded no man to do 
wickedly, and he hath given no man 
license to sin: 

For he desireth not a multitude of 
faithless and unprofitable children — 
Ecclus. xv. 21, 22. 

He that believeth God, taketh heed 
to the commandments.—Ecclus. Xxx. 
28. 

And seeing many of the Pharisees and 
Sadducees coming to his baptism, he 
(John) said to them: Ye brood of 
vipers, who hath showed you to flee 
from the wrath to come? 

Bring forth therefore fruit worthy 
of penance. 

And think not to say within your- 
selves, We have Abraham for our 
father. For I tell you that God is able 
of these stones to raise up children to 
Abraham. 

For now the axe is laid to the root 
of the trees. Every tree therefore that 
doth not yield good fruit, shall be cut 
down and cast into the fire.—M alt. ii. 
7-10. 

For T tell you, that unless your jus- 
tice abound more than that of the 
scribes and Pharisees, you shall not 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.—

Wherefore by their fruits you shall 
know them. 

Not every one that saith to me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven: but he that doth the will of my 
Father who is in heaven, he shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. 

Many will say to me in that day: 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in 
thy name, and cast out devils in thy 
name, and done many miracles in thy 
name! 
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And then will I profess unto them, 
I never knew you: depart from me, you 
that work iniquity.—Matt. vil. 20-23. 

And I say to you that many shall 
come from the east and the west, and 
shall sit down with Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of 
heaven : 

But the children of the kingdom shall 
be cast out into the exterior darkness:

He said unto them: Therefore every 
scribe instructed in the kingdom of 
heaven, 1s like to a man that is a house- 
holder, who bringeth forth out of his 
treasure new things and old.—M att.

And why call you me, Lord, Lord; 
and do not the things which I say?— 
Luke vi. 46. 

And it came to pass, as he spoke these 
things, a certain woman from the 
crowd, lifting up her voice, said to 
him: Blessed is the womb that bore 
thee, and the paps that gave thee suck. 

But he said: Yea rather, blessed are 
they who hear the word of God, and 
keep it.—Luke xi. 27, 28. 

For not the hearers of the law are 
just before God, but the doers of the 
law shall be justified.—Rom. u. 13. 

For it is not he is a Jew, who is so 
outwardly; nor is that circumcision 
which is outwardly in the flesh: 

But he is a Jew, that is one in- 
wardly; and the circumcision is that of 
the heart, in the spirit, not in the let- 
ter; whose praise is not of men, but of 
God.—Rom. 11i. 28, 29. 

For all are not Israelites that are of 
Israel : 

Neither are all they that are the seed 


of Abraham, children; but in Isaac 
shall thy seed be called: 

That is to say, not they that are the 
children of the flesh, are the children 
of God; but they that are the children 
of the promise, are accounted for the 
seed.—Rom. 1x. 6-8. 

For the kingdom of God is not in 
speech, but in power.—1 Cor. iv. 20. 

They profess that they know God: 
but in their works, they deny him; be- 
ing abominable and incredulous, and to 
every good work reprobate.—Titus 1. 16. 

It is a faithful saying: and these 
things I will have thee affirm con- 
stantly: that they, who believe in God, 
may be careful to excel in good works. 
These things are good and profitable 
unto men.—Titus 111. 8. 

I give thanks to my God, always 
making a remembrance of thee in my 
prayers. 

Hearing of thy charity and faith, 
which thou hast in the Lord Jesus, and 
towards all the saints: 

That the communication of thy faith 
may be made evident in the acknowl- 
edgment of every good work, that is in 
you in Christ Jesus.—Phile, 1.

But be ye doers of the word, and 
not hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves.

Religion clean and undefiled before 
God and the Father is this: to visit 
the fatherless and widows in their trib- 
ulation: and to keep one’s self un- 
spotted from this world.—James i. 
222]: 

And this is the declaration which we 
have heard from him, and declare unto 
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you: That God is light, and in him 
there is no darkness. 

If we say that we have fellowship 
with him, and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth. 

But if we walk in the light, as he 
also is in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and the blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.—I John 1. 5-7. 

And by this we know that we have 
known him, if we keep his command- 
ments. 

Ho who saith that he knoweth him, 
and keepeth not his commandments, 1s 
a liar, and the truth is not in him.

Praying withal for us also, that God 
may open unto us a door of speech, to 
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speak the mystery of Christ (for which 
also I am bound;) 

That I may make it manifest as I 
ought to speak.—Col. iv. 3, 4. 

Take heed to thyself and to doctrine: 
be earnest in them. For in doing this, 
thou shalt both save thyself and them 
that hear thee.—1 Tim. iv. 16. 

Carefully study to present thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly handling 
the word of truth.—2 Tim. iu. 15.

If he be crooked-backed, or blear-eyed, 
or have a pearl in his eye, or a con- 
tinual scab, or a dry scurf in his body, 
or a rupture: 

Whosoever of the seed of Aaron the 
priest, hath a blemish, he shall not ap- 
proach to offer sacrifices to the Lord, 
nor bread to his God. 

He shall eat nevertheless of the 
loaves, that are offered in the sanctuary, 

Yet so that he enter not within the 
veil, nor approach to the altar, because 
he hath a blemish, and he must not de- 
file my sanctuary. I am the Lord who 
sanctify them.— Lev. xxi.

And when he (Ozias) was made 
strong, his heart was lifted up to his 
destruction, and he neglected the Lord 
his God: and going into the temple of 
the Lord, he had a mind to burn in- 
cense upon the altar of incense.

And being consummated, he became, 
to all that obey him, the cause of eternal 
salvation. 

Called by God a high priest accord- 
ing to the order of Melchiscdech.— 
Heb. v. 8-10. 

Where the forerunner, Jesus, is en- 
tered for us, made a high priest for 
ever according to the order of Mclchise- 
dech.—Heb. vi. 20. 

But this, for that he continueth for 
ever, hath an everlasting priesthood,

always living to make intercession for 
us. 

For it was fitting that we should have 
such a high priest, holy, innocent, un- 
defiled. separated from sinners, and 
made higher than the heavens;

PRIEST, THE BAD AND 
UNFAITHFUL 


Now the sons of Heli were children 
of Belial, not knowing the Lord, 

Nor the office of the priests to the 
people: but whosoever had offered a 
sacrifice, the servant of the priest came, 
while the flesh was in boiling, with a 
flesh-hook of three teeth in his hand, 

And thrust it into the kettle, or into 
the caldron, or into the pot, or into the 
pan : and all that the flesh-hook brought 
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up, the priest took to himself. Thus 
did they to all Israel that came to 
Silo. 

Wherefore the sin of the young men 
was exceeding great before the Lord: 
because they withdrew men from the 
sacrifice of the Lord.—l Kings ii 
12-14, 17. 

I saw the wicked buried: who also 
when they were yet living were in the 
holy place, and were praised in the city 
as men of just works: but this also 1s 
vanity.—Eccles, vill. 10. 

But these also have been ignorant 
through wine, and through drunken- 
ness have erred: the priest and the 
prophet have been ignorant through 
drunkenness, they are swallowed up 
with wine, they have gone astray in 
drunkenness, they have not known him 
that seeth, they have been ignorant of 
judgment.—I/s. xxviii. 7. 

His watchmen are all blind, they are 
all ignorant: dumb dogs not able to 
bark, seeing vain things, sleeping and 
loving dreams. 

And most impudent dogs, they never 
had enough: the shepherds themselves 
knew no understanding: all have turned 
aside into their own way, every one 
after his own gain, from the first even 
to the last. 

Come, let us take wine, and be filled 
with drunkenness: and it shall be as to- 
day, so also to-morrow, and much 
more.—Is. Ivi. 10-12. 

Because the pastors have done fool- 
ishly, and have not sought the Lord: 
therefore have they not understood, and 
all their flock is  scattered.—Jer. 
x. 2l: 

My people have been a lost flock, 
their shepherds have caused them to go 
astray, and have made them wander in 
the mountains: they have gone from 
mountain to hill, they have forgotten 
their resting place.—Jer. |. 6. 

Her priests have despised my law, 
and have defiled my sanctuaries: they 
have put no difference between holy and 
profane: nor have distinguished be- 
tween the polluted and the clean: and 
they have turned away their eyes from 
my sabbaths, and I was profaned in the 
midst of them.— Ezech. xxii. 26. 

Son of man. prophesy concerning the 
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shepherds of Israel: prophesy, and say 
to the shepherds: 

Thus saith the Lord God: Woe to the 
shepherds of Israel, that fed themselves: 
should not the flocks be fed by the shep- 
herds ? 

You ate the milk, and you clothed 
yourselves with the wool, and you killed 
that which was fat: but my flock you 
did not feed. 

The weak you have not strengthened, 
and that which was sick you have not 
healed, that which was broken you 
have not bound up, and that which was 
driven away you have not brought 
again, neither have you sought that 
which was lost: but you ruled over 
them with rigor and with a high hand. 

And my sheep were scattered, be- 
cause there was no shepherd: and they 
became the prey of all the beasts of the 
field, and were scattered. . 

Was it not enough for you to feed 
upon good pastures? but you must also 
tread dowm with your feet the residue 
of your pastures: and when you drank 
the clearest water, you troubled the 
rest with your feet. 

And my sheep were fed with that 
Which you had trodden with your 
feet: and they drank what your feet 
had troubled.—Ezech. xxxiv. 2-5,18,19. 

Iler princes have judged for bribes, 
and her priests have taught for hire, 
and her prophets divined for money: 
and they leaned upon the Lord, saying: 
Is not the Lord in the midst of us? no 
evil shall come upon us. 

Therefore, because of you, Sion shall 
be ploughed as a field, and Jerusalem 
shall be as a heap of stones, and the 
mountain of the temple as the high 
places of the forests.—Mich. iii. 11, 12. 

To you, O priests, that despise my 
name, and have said: Wherein have we 
despised thy name? You offer polluted 
bread upon my altar, and you say: 
Wherein have we polluted thee? In 
that you say: The table of the Lord 1s 
contemptible. 

If you offer the blind for sacrifice, is 
it not evil? and if you offer the lame 
and the sick, is it not evil? offer it to 
thy prince, if he will be pleased with it. 
or if he will regard thy face, saith the 
Lord of hosts.—Malach. 1. 7, 8. 
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Insomuch that the priests were not 
now occupied about the offices of the 
altar, but despising the temple, and 
neglecting the sacrifices, hastened to be 
partakers of the games, and of the un- 
lawful allowance thereof, and of the 
exercise of the discus. 

And setting nought by the honors of 
their fathers, they esteemed the Grecian 
glories for the best: 

For the sake of which they incurred 
a dangerous contention, and followed 
earnestly their ordinances, and in all 
things they coveted to be like them, who 
were their enemies and murderers.— 
2 Mach. iv. 14-16. 

You are the salt of the earth. But if 
the salt lose its savor, wherewith shall 
it be salted? It is good for nothing any 
more but to be cast out, and to be 
trodden on by men.—M att. v. 13. 

Beware of false prophets, who come 
to you in the clothing of sheep, but in- 
wardly they are ravening wolves. 

By their fruits you shall know them. 
Do men gather grapes of thorns, or figs 
of thistles?—Matt. vii. 15, 16. 

Then Jesus spoke to the multitudes 
and to his disciples, 

Saying: The scribes and the Pharti- 
sees have sitten on the chair of 
Moses. 

All things therefore whatsoever they 
shall say to you. observe and do: but 
according to their works, do ye not; 
for they say, and do not. 

For they bind heavy and insupport- 
able burdens, and lay them on men’s 
shoulders; but with a finger of their 
own they will not move them. . 

But woe to you scribes and Pharti- 
sees, hypocrites; because you shut the 
kingdom of heaven against men, for 
you yourselves do not enter in; and 
those that are going in, you suffer not 
to enter.— Matt, xxill. 1-4, 13. 

Woe to you, lawyers, for you have 
taken away the key of knowledge: you 
yourselves have not entered in, and 
those that were entering in, you have 
hindered.—Luke xi. 52. 

Jesus answered them: Have not I 
chosen you twelve; and one of you is a 
devil ? 

Now he meant Judas Iscariot, the 
son of Simon: for this same was about 
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to betray him, whereas he was one of 
the twelve.—John vi. 71, 72. 

But the hireling, and he that is not 
the shepherd, whose own the sheep are 
not, seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth 
the sheep, and flieth: and the wolf 
catcheth and scattereth the sheep: 

And the hireling flieth, because he is 
a hireling: and he hath no care for the 
sheep.—John x.

(But if thou) Art confident that thou 
thyself art a guide of the blind, a light 
of them that are in darkness, 

An instructor of the foolish, a 
teacher of infants, having the form 
of knowledge and of truth in the law. 

Thou therefore that teachest another, 
teachest not thyself: thou that preach- 
est that men should not steal, stealest: 

Thou that sayest, men should not 
commit adultery, committest adultery: 
thou that abhorrest idols, committest 
sacrilege : 

Thou that makest thy boast of the 
law, by transgression of the law dis- 
honorest God. 

(For the name of God through you 
is blasphemed among the Gentiles, as it 
is written.) 

Circumcision profiteth indeed, if thou 
keep the law; but if thou be a transgres- 
sor of the law, thy circumcision is made, 
uncircumcision.—Rom. i.

As I live, saith the Lord God, foras- 
much as my flocks have Leen made a 
spoil, and my sheep are become a prey 
to all the beasts of the field, because 
there was no shepherd: for my shep- 
herds did not seek after my flock, but 
the shepherds fed themselves, and fed 
not my flocks:

Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in 
thy name, and cast out devils in thy 
name, and done many miracles in thy 
name ? 

And then will I profess unto them, 
I never knew you : depart from me, you 
that work iniquity.—M att, vii. 22, 23. 
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Say not to thy friend: Go, and come 
again: and to-morrow I will give to 
thee: when thou canst give at present.— 
Prov: il: 26. ? 

Delay not to be converted to the Lord. 
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and defer it not irom day to day. For 
his wrath shall come on a sudden, and 
in the time of vengeance he will de- 
stroy thee.—Ecclus. v. 8, 9. 

But he said to another: Follow me. 
And he said: Lord, suffer me first to go, 
and to bury my father.

But all things are of God, who hath 
reconciled us to himself by Christ; and 
hath given to us the ministry of rec- 
onciliation. 

For God indeed was in Christ, rec- 
onciling the world to himself, not im- 
puting to them their sins; and he hath 
placed in us the word of reconciliation. 
—? Cor. v. 18, 19. 

For he is our peace, who hath made 
both one, and breaking down the middle 
wall of partition, the enmities in his 
flesh: 

Making void the law of command- 
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menta contained in decrees; that he 
might make the two in himself into one 
new man, making peace; 

And might reconcile both to God in 
one body by the cross, killing the en- 
mities in himself. 

And coming, he preached peace to 
you that were afar off, and peace to 
them that were nigh.—Eph. u. 14-17. 

Because in him, it hath well pleased 
the Father, that all fulness should 
dwell ; 

And through him to reconcile all 
things unto himself, making peace 
through the blood of his cross, both as 
to the things that are on earth, and the 
things that are in heaven. 

And you, whereas you were sometime 
alienated and enemies in mind in evil 
works : 

Yet now he hath reconciled in the 
body of his flesh through death, to pre- 
sent you holy and unspotted, and blame- 
less before him.— Col. 1. 19-22.

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worse thee.—John 
v. 14. 

But now, after that you have known 
God, or rather are known by God: how 
turn you again to the weak and needy 
elements, which you desire to serve 
again?—Gal. iv. 9. 

Stand fast, and be not held again 
under the yoke of bondage.—Gal. v. 1. 

For it is impossible for those who 
who were once illuminated, have tasted 
also the heavenly gift, and were made 
partakers of the Holy Ghost, 

Have moreover tasted the good word 
of God, and the powers of the world to 
come, 

And are fallen away: to be renewed 
again to penance, crucifying again to 
themselves the Son of God, and making 
him a mockery. 

For the earth that drinketh in the 
rain which cometh often upon it, and 
bringeth forth herbs meet for them by 
whom it is tilled, receiveth blessing 
from God.

Happy is he that hath had no sad- 
ness of his mind, and who is not fallen 
from his hope.—Ecclus. xiv. 1, 2. 

I will recount to thee all my years 
in the bitterness of my _ soul.—Js. 
xxxviii. 15. 

Thy own wickedness 
thee, and thy apostasy shall rebuke 
thee. Know thou, and see that it is 
an evil and a bitter thing for thee, to 
have left the Lord thy God, and that 
my fear is not with thee, saith the Lord, 
the God of hosts.—Jer. ii.

he shall restore double.— Ex. xxii. 1, 4. 

If a man seduce a virgin not yet es- 
poused, and lie with her: he shall en- 
dow her, and have her to wife. 

If the maid’s father will not give her 
to him, he shall give money, according 
to the dowry, which virgins are wont to 
receive.—Ex. xxii. 16, 17. 

The Lord spoke to Moses, saying: 

Whosoever shall sin, and despising 
the Lord, shall deny to his neighbor 
the thing delivered to his keeping, which 
was committed to his trust; or shall by 
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force extort any thing, or commit op- 
pression ; 

Or shall find a thing lost, and deny- 
ing it, shall also swear falsely, or shall 
do any other of the many things, where- 
in men are wont to sin: 

Being convicted of the offence, he 
shall restore 

All that he would have gotten by 
fraud, in the principal, and the fifth 
part besides to the owner, whom he 
wronged.—Lev. vi. 1-5. 

Say to the children of Israel: When 
a man or woman shall have committed 
any of all the sins that men are wont 
to commit, and by negligence shall have 
transgressed the commandment of the 
Lord, and offended, 

They shall confess their sin, and re- 
store the principal itself, and the fifth 
part over and above, to him against 
whom they have sinned. 

But if there be no one to receive tt, 
they shall give it to the Lord, and it 
shall be the priest’s, besides the ram 
that is offered for expiation, to be an 
atoning sacrifice.—Num. v. 6-8. 

And if I shall say to the wicked : Thou 
shalt surely die: and he do penance for 
his sin, and do judgment and justice, 

And if that wicked man restore the 
pledge, and render what he had robbed, 
and walk in the commandments of life, 
and do no unjust thing, he shall surely 
live, and shall not die.—Ezech. xxxiii.

There is no breach of wall, nor pas- 
sage, nor crying out in their streets.

Better is the poor man walking in 
his simplicity, than the rich in crooked 
ways.—Prov. xxviii.

The rich man seemeth to himself 
wise: but the poor man that is prudent 
shall search him out.—Prov. xxviii. II. 

Three sorts my soul hateth, and I 
am greatly grieved at their life: 

A poor man that is proud: a rich man 
that is a liar: an old man that is a fool, 
and doting.—Ecclus. xxv. 3, 4. 

Woe to you that are wealthy in Sion, 
and to you that have confidence in the 
mountain of Samaria: ye great men, 
heads of the people, that go in with 
state into the house of Israel. 

.You that sleep upon beds of 
ivory, and are wanton on your couches- 
that eat the lambs out of the flock, and 
the calves out of the midst of the herd; 

You that sing to the sound of the 
psaltery: they have thought themselves 
to have instruments of music like 
David ;

Wherefore now they shall go captive

But woe to you that are rich: for you 
have your consolation.—Luke vi.

and feasted sumptuously every day. 

And there was a certain beggar, 
named Lazarus, who lay at his gate, 
full of sores, 

Desiring to be filled with the crumbs 
that fell from the rich man’s table, and 
no one did give him; moreover the dogs 
came, and licked his sores. 

And it came to pass, that the beggar 
died, and was carried by the angels in- 
to Abraham’s bosom. And the rich 
man also died: and he was buried in 
hell. 

And lifting up his eyes when he was 
in torments, he saw Abraham afar off, 
and Lazarus in his bosom: 

And he cried, and said: Father 
Abraham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, to cool my tongue: for 
I am tormented in this flame. 

And Abraham said to him: Son, re- 
member that thou didst receive good 
things in thy lifetime, and likewise 
Lazarus evil things, but now he is com- 
forted; and thou art tormented. 

And besides all this, between us and 
you, there is fixed a great chaos: so 
that they who would pass from hence to 
you, cannot, nor from thence, come 
hither.—Luke xvi. 19-26. 

But let the brother of low condition, 
glory in his exaltation : 

And the rich, in his being low; be- 
cause as the flower of the grass shall he 
pass away. 

For the sun rose with a burning heat,

He that hath the substance of this 
world, and shall see his brother in need, 
and shall shut up his bowels from him:

Or as when an arrow is shot at a 
mark, the divided air presently cometh 
together again, so that the passage 
thereof is not known.— W's. v. 8-12. 

There is one that is enriched by liv- 
ing sparingly, and this is the portion of 
his reward. 

In that he saith: I have found me 
rest, and now I will eat of my goods 
alone: 

And he knoweth not what time shall 
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pass, and that death approacheth, and 
that he must leave all to others, and 
Shall die.—Ecclus. xi. 18-20. 

The riches of the unjust shall be 
dried up like a river, and shall pass 
away with a noise like a great thunder 
in rain.—Ecclus. xl. 13. 

Where are the princes of the nations, 
and they that rule over the beasts that 
are upon the earth? 

. That hoard up silver and gold, 
wherein men trust, and there is no end 
of their getting? who work in silver 
and are solicitous, and their works are 
unsearchable. 

They are cut off, and are gone down 
to hell, and others are risen up in their 
place.—Bar.

Their silver shall be cast forth, and 
their gold shall become a dung hill.

For if thou hadst desired sacrifice, I 
would indeed have given it: with burnt 
offerings thou wilt not be delighted. 

A sacrifice to God is an afflicted 
Spirit: a contrite and humbled heart. 
O God, thou wilt not despise.—Ps. 1. 
18, 19. 

I will sacrifice to thee the sacrifice of 
praise, and I will call upon the name 
of the Lord.—Ps. cxv. 17. 

The beginning of a good way is to do 
justice; and this is more acceptable 
with God, than to offer sacrifices.— 
Prov. Xvi. 5. 

It is a wholesome sacrifice to take 
heed to the commandments, and to de- 
part from all iniquity. 
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And to depart from injustice, is to 
offer a propitiatory sacrifice for injus- 
tices, and a begging of pardon for sins. 

He shall return thanks, that offereth 
fine flour: and he that doth mercy, 
offereth sacrifice. 

To depart from iniquity is that which 
pleaseth the Lord, and to depart from 
injustice, 1s an entreaty for sins.— 
Ecclus. XXXV. 2-5. 

The oblation of the just maketh the 
altar fat, and is an odor of sweetness 
in the sight of the most High. 

The sacrifice of the just is acceptable, 
and the Lord will not forget the memo- 
rial thereof.—Ecclus. xxxv. 8, 9. 

What shall I offer to the Lord that is 
worthy? wherewith shall I kneel before 


i the high God? shall I offer holocausts 


unto him, and calves of a year old? 

May the Lord be appeased with thou- 
sands of rams, or with many thousands 
of fat he goats? shall I give my first 
born for my wickedness, the fruit of 
my body for the sin of my soul? 

I will show thee, O man, what is 
good, and what the Lord requireth of 
thee: Verily, to do judgment, and to 
love mercy, and to walk solicitous with 
thy God.—Mich. vi. 6-8. 

Who is there among you, that will 
Shut the doors, and will kindle the fire 
on my altar gratis? I have no pleasure 
in you, saith the Lord of hosts: and 
I will not receive a gift of your hand. 

For from the rising of the sun even 
to the going down, my name is great 
among the Gentiles, and in every place 
there 1s sacrifice, and there is offered to 
my name a clean oblation : for my name 
is great among the Gentiles, saith the 
Lord of hosts.—Malach. 1. 10, 11. 

And do not forget to do good, and 
to impart; for by such sacrifices God's 
favor is obtained.—Heb. xiii. 16. 

Be you also as living stones built up, 
a spiritual house, a holy priesthood, to 
offer up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable 
to God by Jesus Christ.—1 Peter ii. 5.

Draw me not away together with the 
wicked; and with the workers of in- 
iquity destroy me not: 

Who speak peace with their neighbor, 
but evils are in their hearts. . 

Because they have not understood the 
works of the Lord, and the operations

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of his hands: thou shalt destroy them, 
and shalt not build them up.—Ps. 
xxvii. 3, 5. 

And man when he was in honor did 


not understand; he is compared to 
senseless beasts, and is become like to 
them.—Ps. xlviii.

They made also a calf in Horeb:

In the treasures of wisdom is under- 
standing. and religiousness of knowl- 
edge: but to sinners wisdom is an 
abomination.—Ecclus. 1. 26. 

Every man that passeth beyond his 
own bed, despising his own soul, and 
saying: Who seeth me? 

Darkness compasseth me about, and 
the walls cover me, and no man seeth 
me: whom do I fear? the most High 
will not remember my sins. 

And he understandeth not that his 
eye seeth all things, for such a man’s 
fear driveth from him the fear of God, 
and the eyes of men fearing him: 

And he knoweth not that the eyes of 
the Lord are far brighter than the sun, 
beholding round about all the ways of 
men. and the bottom of the deep, and 
looking into the hearts of men, into the 
most hidden parts.—Ecclus. xxiii. 25-28. 

A sinful man will flee reproof, and 
will find an excuse according to his 
will.—Ecclus. xxxii.

Wherefore hear the word of the 
Lord, ye scornful men, who rule over 
my people that is in Jerusalem. 

For you have said: We have entered 
into a league with death, and we have 
made a covenant with hell. When the 
overflowing scourge shall pass through, 
it shall not come upon us: for we have 
placed our hope in lies, and by false- 
hood we are protected. .. . 

And your league with death shall be 
abolished, and your covenant with hell 
shall not stand: when the overflowing 
scourge shall pass, you shall be trodden 
down by it. 

Whensoever it shall pass through, it 
shall take you away: because in the 
morning early it shall pass through, in 
the day and in the night, and vexation 
alone shall make you understand what 
you hear.—Js. xxviii. 14, 15, 18, 19. 

Woe to you that are deep of heart, 
to hide your counsel from the Lord: 
and their works are in the dark, and 
they say: Who seeth us, and who know- 
eth us? 

This thought of yours is perverse: as 
if the clay should think against the 
potter, and the work should say to the 
maker thereof: Thou madest me not:

That now he may live the rest of his 
time in the flesh, not after the desires 
of men, but according to the will of 
God.—1 Peter iv. 1, 2. 

Dearly beloved, think not strange the 
burning heat which is to try you, as if 
some new thing happened to you; 

But if you partake of the sufferings 
of Christ, rejoice that when his glory 
shall be revealed, you may also be glad 
with exceeding joy.—1 Peter iv. 12,13. 

Wherefore let them also that suffer 
according to the will of God, commend 
their souls in good deeds to the faith- 
ful Creator.—1 Peter iv. 19. 

But the God of all grace, who hath 
called us unto his eternal glory in 
Christ Jesus, after .you have suffered a 
little, will himself perfect you, and con-

Go not aside after wizards, neither 
nsk any thing of soothsayers, to he de- 
tiled by them: I am the Lord your God. 
—Ley. xix. 2G, 31. 

The soul that shall go aside after 
magicians, and soothsayers, and shall 
commit fornication with them, I will 
set my face against that soul, and de- 
stroy it out of the midst of its people. 
— Lev. Xx. 6. 

A man, or woman, in whom there is 
a pythonical or divining spirit, dying 
let them die: they shall stone them: 
their blood be upon them.—Lev. xx. 27. 

Neither let there be found among 
you any one that shall expiate his son 
or daughter, making them to pass 
through the fire: or that consulteth 
soothsayers, or observeth dreams and 
omens, neither let there be any wizard, 

Nor charmer, nor any one that con- 
sulteth pythonic spirits, or fortune tell- 
ers, or that seeketh the truth from the 
dead.

The person that sweareth, and utter- 
eth with his lips, that he would do 
either evil or good, and bindeth the 
same with an oath, and his word, and 
having forgotten it afterwards under- 
standeth his offence, 

Let him do penance for his sin.— 
Lev. v. 4, 5. 

Let not thy mouth be accustomed to 
swearing: for in it there are many 
falls. 

For as a slave daily put to the ques- 
tion is never without a blue mark: so 
every one that sweareth, and nameth, 
shall not be wholly pure from sin. 

A man that sweareth much, shall be 
filled with iniquity, and a scourge shall 
not depart from his house. 

And if he make it void, his sin shall 
be upon him: and if he dissemble it, 
he offendetti double: 

And if he swear in vain, he shall not 
be justified: for his house shall be filled 
with his punishment.—Ecclus. xxiii. 9. 
11-14. 

The speech that sweareth much shall 
make the hair of the head stand up- 
right: and its irreverence shall make 
one stop his ears.—Ecclus. xxvii. 15.

You know that I have taught you 
statutes and justices, as the Lord my 
God hath commanded me: so shall you 
do them in the land which you shall 
possess : 

And you shall observe, and fulfil them 
in practice. For this is your wisdom, 
and understanding in the sight of na- 
tions, that hearing all these precepts, 
they may say: Behold a wise and under- 
standing people, a great nation.—Deut. 
iv. 5, 6. 

O that they would be wise and would 
understand, and would provide for their 
last end.— Deut. xxxil. 29. 

And he said to man: Behold the fear 
of the Lord, that is wisdom: and to de- 
part from evil, is understanding.—Job 
xxvili. 28. 

Who is wise, and will keep these 
things; and will understand the mercies 
of the Lord?—Ps. evi. 43. 

Through thy commandments, thou 
hast made me wiser than my enemies: 
for it is ever with me. 

I have understood more than all my

But we speak the wisdom of God in 
a mystery, a wisdom which is hidden, 
which God ordained before the world, 
unto our glory: 

Which none of the princes of the 
world knew; for if they had known it, 
they would never have crucified the 
Lord of glory.—1 Cor. ii. 2, 4-8. 

See therefore, brethren, how you 
walk circumspectly: not as unwise, 

But as wise: redeeming the time, be- 
cause the days are evil. 

Wherefore become not unwise, but 
understanding what is the will of God. 
— Eph. v. 15-17. 

And this I pray, that your charity 
may more and more abound in knowl- 
edge, and in all understanding: 

That you may approve the better 
things, that you may be sincere and 
without offence unto the day of Christ. 
— Philipp, 1. 9, 10. 

But the wisdom, that is from above, 
first indeed is chaste, then peaceable, 
modest, easy to be persuaded, consent- 
ing to the good, full of mercy and good 
fruits, without judging, without dis- 
simulation.—James 111.

And if a man love justice: her labors 
have great virtues; for she teacheth 
temperance, and prudence, and justice, 
and fortitude, which are such things as 
men can have nothing more profitable 
in life. 

And if a man desire much knowl- 
edge: she knoweth things past, and 
judgeth of things to come: she knoweth 
the subtilties of speeches, and the solu- 
tions of arguments: she knoweth signs 
and wonders before they be done, and 
the events of times and ages. 

I purposed therefore to take her to 
me to live with me: knowing that she 
will communicate to me of her good 
things, and will be a comfort in my 
cares and grief.—Wtk vi.

And the angel of God, who went be- 
fore the camp of Israel, removing, went 
behind them: and together with him the 
pillar of the cloud, leaving the fore- 
part, 

Stood behind, between the Egyptians’ 
camp and the camp of Israel: and it 
was a dark cloud, and enlightening the 
night, so that they could not come at 
one another all the night.—ex. xiv. 
iy, 20: 

But go thou, and lead this people 
whither I have told thee: my angel 
shall go before thee.— Ex. xxxii. 34. 

In the mean time Moses sent mes- 
sengers from Cades to the king of 
Edom, to say: Thus saith thy brother 
Israel: Thou knowest all the labor that 
hath come upon us: 

In what manner our fathers went 
down into Egypt, and there we dwelt a 
long time, and the Egyptians afflicted 
us and our fathers. 

And how we cried to the Lord, and 


the sons of 
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he heard us, and sent an angel, who 
hath brought us out of Egypt.—Num. 
XX. 14-16. 

And the angel of the Lord came 
again the second time, and touched him 
(Elias), and said to him: Arise, eat: 
for thou hast yet a great way to go. 

And he arose, and ate, and drank, 
and walked in the strength of that food 
forty days and forty nights, unto the 
mount of God, Horeb.—3 Kings XIX. 
7,8. 

At that time the prayers of them both 
were heard in the sight of the glory of 
the most high God: 

And the holy angel of the Lord, 
Raphael was sent to heal them both, 
whose prayers at one time were re- 
hearsed in the sight of the Lord.—Tob. 
iii. 24, 25. 

Then Tobias called to him his son, 
and said to him: What can we give to 
this holy man, that is come with thee! 

Tobias answering, said to his father:

his victory, for my escape, and for your 
deliverance.—Judith Xili. 20. 

But the angel of the Lord went down 
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with Azarias and his companions into | 
the furnace: and he drove the flame of 
the fire out of the furnace, 

And made the midst of the furnace 
like the blowing of a wind bringing 
dew, and the fire touched them not at 
all, nor troubled them, nor did them 
any harm.—Dan. 111. 49, 50. 

Now there was in Judea a prophet 
called Habacuc, and he had boiled pot- 
tage, and had broken bread in a bowl:

And when they were going forth to- 
gether with a willing mind, there ap- 
peared at Jerusalem a horseman going 
before them in white clothing, with 
golden armor, shaking a spear.

And behold an angel of the Lord 
stood by him: and a light shined in the 
room: and he striking Peter on the 
side, raised him up, saying: Arise 
quickly. And the chains fell off from 
his hands. 

And the angel said to him: Gird thy- 
self, and put on thy sandals. And he 
did so. 

And he said to him: Cast thy gar 
ment about thee, and follow me. 

And going out, he followed him, and 
he knew not that it was true which was 
done by the angel: but thought he saw 
a vision. 

And passing through the first and 
the second ward, they came to the iron 
gate that leadeth to the city, which of 
itself opened to them. And going out, 
they passed on through one street: and 
immediately the angel departed from 
him. 

And Peter coming to himself, said: 
Now I know in very deed, that the Lord 
hath sent his angel, and hath delivered 
me out of the hand of Herod, and from 
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all the expectation of the people of the |

Xxvul. 2-4. 

And thou shalt bring Aaron and his 
ions to the door of the tabernacle of the 
testimony. And when thou hast 
washed the father and his sons with 
water, 

Thou shalt clothe Aaron with his 
vestments, that is, with the linen gar- 
ment and the tunic, and the ephod 
and the rational, which thou shalt gird 
with the girdle. 

And thou shalt put the mitre upon

Thou shalt bring his sons also and 
shalt put on them the linen tunics, 
and gird them with a girdle: 

To wit, Aaron and his children, and 
thou shalt put mitres upon them: and 
they shall be priests to me by a perpet- 
ual ordinance.— Ex. xxix. 4-9. 

The Lord spoke to Afoses in the des- 
ert of Sinai, the second year after they 
were come out of the land of Egypt, in 
the first month, saying: 

Let the children of Israel make the 
phase in its due time, 

The fourteenth day of this month in 
the evening, according to all the cere- 
monies and justifications thereof.— 
Num. 1x. 1-3. 

For what other nation is there so re- 
nowned that hath ceremonies, and just 
judgments, and all the law, which I will 
set forth this day before your eyes?— 
Deut. 1V. 8. 

In all his works he (David) gave 
thanks to the holy one, and to the most 
High with words of glory. . . . 

And he set singers before the altar, 
and by their voices he made sweet mel- 
ody.

Who his own self bore our s ns in his 
i body uponthe tree: that we, b ;ing dead 
to sins, should live to justice: by whose 
stripes you were healed.—1 Peter ii. 24. 

And we have seen, and do testify, 
that the Father hath sent his Son to be 
the Saviour of the world.—l1 John 
iv. 14. 

And they sung a new canticle, say- 
ing: Thou art worthy, O Lord, to take 
the book, and to open the seals thereof; 
because thou wast slain, and hast re- 
deemed us to God, in thy blood, out of 
every tribe, and tongue, and people, and

For he (Jesus) received from God 
the Father, honor and glory: this voice 
coming down to him from the excellent 
glory: This is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased; hear ye him. 

And this voice we heard brought 
from heaven, when we were with him 
in the holy mount.—2 Peter 1. 17, 18.

Testimony of Christ Himself 


Search the scriptures, for you think 
in them to have life everlasting; and 
the same are they that give testimony 
of me.—John v. 39. 
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Many other signa also did Jesus in 
the sight of his disciples, which are not 
written in this book. 

But these are written, that you may 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son of God: and that believing, you 
may have life in his name.—John xx. 
30, 31. 

For with much vigor he (Apollo) 
convinced the Jews openly, showing by 
the scriptures, that Jesus is the Christ. 
— Acts Xvill. 28. 


4th. Testimony of the Prophets 


Think not that I will accuse you to 
the Father. There is one that accus- 
eth you, Moses, in whom you trust. 

For if you did believe Moses, you 
would perhaps believe me also; for he 
wrote of me. 

But if you do not believe his writ- 
ings, how will you believe my words?— 
John v. 45-47. 

To him (Jesus) all the prophets give 
testimony, that by his name all receive 
remission of sins, who believe in him.— 
Acts x. 43. 

And when they had appointed him 
(Paul) a day, there came very many to 
him unto his lodgings; to whom he ex- 
pounded, testifying the kingdom of 
God, and persuading them concerning 
Jesus, out of the law of Moses and the 
prophets, from morning until evening. 
— Acts XXvill. 23. 


Sth. Testimony of John the Baptist 


I indeed baptize you in water unto 
penance, but he that shall come after 
me, is mightier than I, whose shoes I 


am not worthy to bear; he shall 
baptize you in the Holy Ghost and 
fire. 


Whose fan is in his hand, and he will 
thoroughly cleanse his floor and gather 
his wheat into the barn; but the chaff 
he will burn with unquenchable fire.— 
Matt. 111. 11, 12. 

And they asked him, and said to him : 
Why then dost thou baptize, if thou 
be not Christ, nor Elias, nor the 
prophet? 

John answered them, saying: I bap- 
tize with water; but there hath stood 
one in the midst of you, whom you 
know not. 
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| The same is he that shall come after 
me, who is preferred before me: the 
latchet of whose shoe I am not worthy 
to loose.—John i. 25-27. 

| The next day, John saw Jesus com- 
ing to him, and he saith: Behold the 
Lamb of God, behold him who taketh 
away the sin of the world. 

This is he, of whom I said: After me 
there cometh a man, who is preferred 
before me: because he was before 
me... . 
And John gave testimony, saying: I 
saw the Spirit coming down, as a dove 
from heaven, and he remained upon 
him. 

And I knew him not; but he who 
sent me to baptize with water, said to 
me: He upon whom thou shalt see the 
Spirit descending, and remaining upon 
him, he it is that baptizeth with the 
Holy Ghost. 

And I saw, and I gave testimony, that 
this is the Son of God.—John 1. 29, 30, 
32-34. 


6th. Testimony of the Apostles 


And when they were come up into 
the boat, the wind ceased. 

And they that were in the boat came 
and adored him, saying: Indeed thou 
art the Son of God.—Matt. xiv. 32, 33. 

And Jesus came into the quarters of 
Cesarea Philippi: and he asked his dis- 
ciples, saying: Whom do men say that 
the Son of man is? 

But they said: Some John the Bap- 
tist, and other some Elias, and others 
Jeremias, or one of the prophets. 

Jesus saith to them: But whom do 
you say that I am? 

Simon Peter answered and said: 
Thou art Christ, the Son of the living 
God.—Matt. xvi. 13-16. 

Nathanael answered him, and said: 
Rabbi, thou art the Son of God, thou 
art the king of Israel.—John i. 49. 

Then Jesus said to the twelve: Will 
you also go away? 

And Simon Peter answered him: 
Lord, to whom shall we go? thou hast 
the words of eternal life. 

And we have believed and have 
known, that thou art the Christ, the 
Son of God.—John vi. 68-70. 


Then he saith to Thomas: Put in 
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thy finger hither, and see my hands; 
and bring hither thy hand, and put it 
into my side; and be not faithless, but 


believing. 

Thomas answered, and said to him: 
My Lord, and my God.—John XxX. 
27, 28. 


7th. Testimony of the Angels 


And the angel said to her: Fear not, 
Mary, for thou hast found grace with 
God. 

Behold thou shalt conceive in thy 
womb, and shalt bring forth a son; 
and thou shalt call his name Jesus.

And Alary said to the angel: How 
shall this be done, because I know not 
man? 

And the angel answering, said to 
her: The Holy Ghost shall come upon 
thee, and the power of the most High 
shall overshadow thee. And therefore 
also the Holy which shall be born of 
thee shall be called the Son of God.— 
Luke 1. 30-35. 

And there were in the same country 
shepherds watching, and keeping the 
night watches over their flock. 

And behold an angel of the Lord 
stood by them, and the brightness of 
God shone round about them; and they 
feared with a great fear. 

And the angel said to them: Fear 
not; for, behold, I bring you good tid- 
ings of great joy, that shall be to all 
the people: 

For, this day is born to you a 
Saviour, who is Christ the Lord, in the 
city of David. 

And this shall be a sign unto you. 
You shall find the infant wrapped in 
swaddling clothes, and laid in a manger. 
— Luke ii. 8-12. 


8th. Testimony of the Demons 


And when he was come on the other 
side of the water, into the country of 
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the Gerasens, there met him two that 
were possessed with devils, coming out 
of the sepulchres, exceeding fierce, so 
that none could pass by that way. 

And behold, they cried out, saying: 
What have we to do with thee, Jesus, 
Son of God? art thou come hither to 
torment us before the time.—M alt. viii.

And as he went out of the ship, imme- 
diately there met him out of the monu- 
ments a man with an unclean spirit. .. . 

And seeing Jesus afar off, he ran and 
adored him. 

And crying with a loud voice, he 
said: What have I to do with thee, 
Jesus, the Son of the most high God? 
I adjure thee by God that thou torment 
me not.—Mark v. 2, 6, 7. 

And there was in their synagogue 
a man with an unclean spirit; and he 
cried out, 

Saying: What have we to do with 
thee, Jesus of Nazareth? art thou come 
to destroy us? I know who thou art, the 
Holy One of God.—Mark 1. 23, 24. 

And the unclean spirits, when they 
saw him, fell down before him: and they 
cried, saying: 

Thou art the Son of God. And he 
strictly charged them that they should 
not make him knowm.—Mark 111.

And devils went out from many, cry- 
ing out and saying: Thou art the Son 
of God.

Jesus said to her (Martha): I am 
the resurrection and the life: he that 
believeth in me, although he be dead, 
Shall live: 

And every one that liveth, and believ- 
eth in me, shall not die for ever. Be- 
lievest thou this? 

She saith to him: Yea, Lord, I have 
believed that thou art Christ, the Son 
of the living God, who art come into 
this world.—John x1. 25-27. 

The woman therefore left her water 
pot, and went her way into the city, and 
saith to the men there: 

Come, and see a man who has told 
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me all things whatsoever I have done. 
Is not he the Christ? 

So when the Samaritans were come 
to him, they desired that he would tarry 
there. And he abode there two days. 

And many more believed in him be- 
cause of his own word. 

And they said to the woman: We now 
believe, not for thy saying: for we our- 
selves have heard him, and know that 
this is indeed the Saviour of the world. 
—John iv. 28, 29, 40-42. 

Now the centurion and they that were 
with him watching Jesus, having seen 
the earthquake, and the things that 
were done, were sore afraid, saying: 
Indeed this was the Son of God.—M att. 
xxvii. 54. 

And Philip said: If thou believesti 
with all thy heart, thou mayst (be bap- 
tized). And he (the eunuch of Ethi- 
opia) answering, said: I believe that 
Jesus Christ is the Son of God.— Acis 
viii. 37. 


loth. Testimony of the Enemies of 
Christ 


The chief priests therefore, and the 
Pharisees, gathered a council, and said: 
What do we, for this man doth many 
miracles ? 

If we let him alone so, all will be- 
lieve in him; and the Romans will 
come, and take away our place and 
nation.—John xi. 47, 48. 

The Jews answered him (Pilate): 
We have a law; and according to the 
law he ought to die, because he made | 
himself the Son of God.—John xix. 7. 

But they commanded them (Peter 
and John) to go aside out of the 
council; and they conferred among 
themselves, 

Saying: What shall we do to these 
men? for indeed a known miracle hath 
been done by them, to all the inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem: it is manifest, and 
we cannot deny it. 

But that it may be no farther spread 
among the people, let us threaten them 
that they speak no more in this name 
to any man. 

And calling them, they charged them 
not to speak at all, nor teach in the 
name of Jesus.—Acts iv. 15-18.

And they weighed for | 
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Now all this was done, that the scrip- 
tures of the prophets might be fulfilled. 
— Matt. xxvi. 54-56. 

Blessed be the Lord God of Israel; 
because he hath visited and wrought 
the redemption of his people: 

And hath raised up a horn of salva- 
tion to us, in the house of David his 
servant: 

As he spoke by the mouth of his 
holy prophets, who are from the begin- 
ning.—Luke 1. 68-70. 

Then Jesus took unto him the 
twelve, and said to them: Behold, we go 
up to Jerusalem, and all things shall 
be accomplished which were written by 
the prophets concerning the Son of 
man.— Luke xviii. 31. 

Then he (Jesus) said to them: 0 
foolish, and slow of heart to believe in 
all things which the prophets have 
spoken. 

Ought not Christ to have suffered 
these things, and so to enter into his 
glory ? 

And beginning at Moses and all the 
prophets, he expounded to them in all 
the scriptures, the things that were 
concerning him.— Luke xxiv. 25-27. 

And he (Jesus) said to them: These 
are the words which I spoke to you, 
while I was yet with you, that all things 
must needs be fulfilled, which are writ- 
ten in the law of Moses, and in the 
prophets, and in the psalms, concerning 
me. 

Then he opened their understanding, 
that they might understand the scrip- 
tures. 

And he said to them: Thus it 1s writ- 
ten, and thus it behoved Christ to suf- 
fer, and to rise again from the dead, 
the third day: 

And that penance and remission of 
sins should be preached in his name, 
unto all nations, beginning at Jeru- 
salem.—Luke xxiv. 44-47. 

For if you did believe Moses, you 
would perhaps believe me also; for he 
wrote of me.—John v. 46. 

And many resorted to him (Jesus), 
and they said: John indeed did no sign. 

But all things whatsoever John said 
of this man, were true. And many be- 
heved in him.—John x. 41, 42. 
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But those things which Ood before 
had showed by the mouth of all the 
prophets, that his Christ should suffer, 
he hath so fulfilled.—Acts i. 18. 

For they that inhabited Jerusalem, 
and the rulers thereof, not knowing 
him, nor the voices of the prophets, 
which are read every sabbath, judging 
him have fulfilled them. 

And finding no cause of death in him, 
they desired of Pilate, that they might 
kill him. 

And when they had fulfilled all 
things that were written of him, tak- 
ing him down from the tree, they laid 
him in a sepulchre.—Acts xin. 27-29. 

But being aided by the help of God, 
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I stand unto this day, witnessing both 
to small and great, saying no other 
thing than those which the prophets, 
and Moses did say should come to pass: 

That Christ should suffer, and that he 
should be the first that should rise from 
the dead, and should show light to the 
people, and to the Gentiles.—Acts xxvi. 
ly. oo 

Of which salvation the prophets have 
inquired and diligently searched, who 
prophesied of the grace to come in you. 

Searching what or what manner of 
time the Spirit of Christ in them did 
signify: when it foretold those suffer- 
ings that are in Christ, and the glories 
that should follow.—1 Peter 1. 10, 11. 


THE PROPHECIES AND THEIR FULFILMENT CONCERNING CHRIST 


Now the generation of Christ was in 
this wise. When as his mother Mary 
was espoused to Joseph, before they 
came together, she was found with 
child, of the Holy Ghost. 

Whereupon Joseph her husband, be- 
ing a just man, and not willing pub- 
licly to expose her, was minded to put 
her away privately. 

But while he thought on these things, 
behold the angel of the Lord appeared 
to him in his sleep, saying: Joseph, son 
of David, fear not to take unto thee 
Mary thy wife, for that which is con- 
ceived in her, is of the Holy Ghost. 

And she shall bring forth a son: and 
thou shalt call his name Jesus. For 
he shall save his people from their sins. 

Now’ all this was done that it might 
be fulfilled which the Lord spoke by the 
prophet, saying: 

Behold a virgin shall be with child, 
and bring forth a son, and they shall 
call his name Emmanuel, which being 
interpreted is, God with us. 

And Joseph rising up from sleep, did 
as the angel of the Lord had com- 
manded him, and took unto him his 
wife. 

And he knew her not till she brought 
forth her first-born son: and he called 
his name Jesus.—M att. 1. 18-25. 


Therefore the Lord himself shall give 
you a sign. Behold a virgin shall con- 
ceive, and bear a son, and his name 
shall be called Emmanuel.—Js. vii. 14. 
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And king Herod hearing this, was 
troubled, and all Jerusalem with him. 

And assembling together all the chief 
priests and the scribes of the people, 
he inquired of them where Christ 
should be born. 

But they said to him: In Bethlehem 
of Juda. For so it is written by the 
prophet : 

And thou Bethlehem the land of 
Juda art not the least among the 
princes of Juda: for out of thee shall 
come forth the captain that shall rule 
my people Israel.—M att. 11. 3-6. 


And after they (the wise men) were 
departed, behold an angel of the Lord 


appeared in sleep to Joseph, saying: 
Arise, and take the child and his 
mother, and fly into Egypt: and be 


there until I shall tell thee. For it will 
come to pass that Herod will seek the 
child to destroy him. 

Who arose, and took the child and 
his mother by night, and retired into 
Egypt: and he was there until the 
death of Herod : 

That it might be fulfilled which the 
Lord spoke by the prophet, saying: Out 
of Egypt have I called my son.—M att. 
ii. 13-15. 


Then Herod perceiving that he was 
deluded by the wise men, was exceeding 
angry; and sending killed all the men 
children that were in Bethlehem, and 
in all the borders thereof, from two 
years old and under, according to the 
time which he had diligently inquired 
of the wise men. 

Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremias the prophet, say- 
ing: 

a voice in Rama was heard, lamenta- 
tion and great mourning; Rachel be- 
wailing her children, and would not be 
comforted, because they are not.— 
Matt. 11. 16-18. 


And coming he dwelt in a city called 
Nazareth: that it might be fulfilled 
which was said by the prophets: That 
he shall be called a Nazarene.—M att. 
i. 23. 
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And thou, Bethlehem Ephrata, art a 
little one among the thousands of Juda: 
out of thee shall he come forth unto me 
that is to be the ruler in Israel: and 
his going forth is from the beginning, 
from the days of eternity.—Mich. v. 2. 


As the morning passeth, so hath the 
king of Israel passed away. Because 
Israel was a child, and I loved him: and 
I called my son out of Egypt.—Osee 
xi. 1. 


Thus saith the Lord: A voice was 
heard on high of lamentation, of 
mourning, and weeping, of Rachel 
weeping for her children, and refusing 
to be comforted for them, because they 
are not.—Jer. xxxi. 15. 
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And in those days cometh John the 
Baptist preaching in the desert of 
Judea. 

And saying: Do penance: for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

For this is he that was spoken of by 
Isaias the prophet, saying: A voice of 
one crying in the desert, Prepare ye the 
way of the Lord, make straight his 
paths.—M att. 111. 1-3. 

As it is written in Isaias the prophet: 
Behold I send my angel before thy face, 
who shall prepare the way before thee. 

A voice of one crying in the desert: 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make 
straight his paths.—Mark i. 2, 3. 

And he (John) came into all the 
country about the Jordan, preaching 
the baptism of penance for the remis- 
sion of sins; 

As it was written in the book of the 
sayings of Isaias the prophet: A voice 
of one crying in the wilderness: Pre- 
pare ye the way of the Lord, make 
straight his paths. 

Every valley shall be filled; and every 
mountain and hill shall be brought low; 
and the crooked shall be made straight; 
and the rough ways plain; 

And all flesh shall see the salvation 
of God—Luke iii. 3-6. 


And leaving the city Nazareth, he 
(Jesus) came and dwelt in Capharnaum 
on the sea coast, in the borders of Zabu- 
lon and of Nephthalim ; 

That it might be fulfilled which was 
said by Isaias the prophet: 

Land of Zabulon and land of 
Nephthalim, the way of the sea beyond 
the Jordan, Galilee of the Gentiles: 

The people that sat in darkness, hath 
seen great light: and to them that sat 
in the region of the shadow of death, 
light is sprung up.—M att. iv. 13-16. 


And when evening was come, they 
brought to him (Jesus) many that were 
possessed with devils: and he cast out 
the spirits with his word: and all that 
were sick he healed : 

That it might be fulfilled, which was 
spoken by the prophet Isaias, saying: 
He took our infirmities, and bore our 
diseases.—M att. viii. 16, 17. 
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Behold I send my angel, and he shall 
prepare the way before my _ face.— 
Malach. iil. 1. 

The voice of one crying in the desert: 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make 
straight in the wilderness the paths of 
our God. 

Every valley shall be exalted, and 
every mountain and hill shall be made 
low, and the crooked shall become 
straight, and the rough ways plain. 

And the glory of the Lord shall be 
revealed, and all flesh together shall see, 
that the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken.—Is. xl. 3-5. 


At the first time the land of Zabu- 
lon, and the land of Nephthali was 
lightly touched: and at the last the way 
of the sea beyond the Jordan of the 
Galilee of the Gentiles was heavily 
loaded. 

The people that walked in darkness, 
have seen a great light: to them that 
dwelt in the region of the shadow of 
death, light is risen.—/s. ix. 1, 2. 


Surely he hath borne our infirmities 
and carried our sorrows: and we have 
thought him as it were a leper, and as 
one struck by God and afflicted.—Js. 
liii. 4. 
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And the Pharisees going out made a 
consultation against hiin, how they 
might destroy him. 

But Jesus knowing it, retired from 
thence: and many followed him, and he 
healed them all. And he charged them 
that they should not make him known. 

That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by Isaias the prophet, saying: 

Behold my servant whom I have 
chosen, my beloved in whom my soul 
hath been well pleased. I will put 
my spirit upon him, and he shall show 
judgment to the Gentiles. 

He shall not contend, nor cry out, 
neither shall any man hear his voice in 
the streets. 

The bruised reed he shall not break: 
and smoking flax he shall not ex- 
tinguish: till he send forth judgment 
unto victory. And in his name the 
Gentiles shall hope.—Malt. xu. 14-21. 


All these things Jesus spoke in para- 
bles to the multitudes: and without 
parables he did not speak to them. 

That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophet, saying: I will 
open my mouth in parables, I will utter 
things hidden from the foundation of 
the world.—Malt. xiii. 34, 35. 


"A wicked and adulterous generation 
seeketh after a sign: and a sign shall 
not be given it, but the sign of Jonas 
the prophet.—Matt. xvi. 4. 

And the multitudes running together, 
he began to say: This generation is a 
wicked generation: it asketh a sign, 
and a sign shall not be given it, but the 
sign of Jonas the prophet. 

For as Jonas was a sign to the Nini- 
vites; so shall the Son of man also be 
to this generation.—Luke xi. 29, 30. 


And when they drew nigh to Jeru- 
salem, and were come to Bethphage, 
unto mount Olivet, then Jesus sent two 
disciples, 

Saying to them: Go ye into the vil- 
lage that is over against you, and imme- 
diately you shall find an ass tied, and a 
colt with her: loose them and bring 
them to me. 

And if any man shall say anything 

«Also Mutt xii, 39. 40. 
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Behold my servant, I will uphold 
him: my elect, my soul delighteth in 
him: I have given my spirit upon him, 
he shall bring forth judgment to the 
Gentiles. 

He shall not cry, nor have respect to 
person, neither shall his voice be heard 
abroad. 

The bruised reed he shall not break, 
and smoking flax he shall not quench: 
he shall bring forth judgment unto 
truth. 

He shall not be sad, nor troublesome, 
till he set judgment in the earth: and 
the islands shall wait for his law.—lJs. 
xiii. 1-4. 


I will open my mouth in parables: 
I will utter propositions from the be- 
ginning.—Ps. Ixxvu. 2. 


Now the Lord prepared a great fish 
to swallow up Jonas: and Jonas was in 
the belly of the fish three days and three 
nights.—Jonas il. 1. 


Behold the Lord hath made it to be 
heard in the ends of the earth, tell the 
daughter of Sion: Behold thy Saviour 
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to you, say ye, that the Lord hath need cometh: behold his reward is with him, 
of them: and forthwith he will let them and his work before him.—J/s. Ixii. 11. 


0. ; . 

‘ Now all this was done that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet, saying: 

Tell ye the daughter of Sion: Behold 
thy king cometh to thee, meek, and sit- 
ting upon an ass, and a colt the foal of 
her that is used to the yoke.—Matt. 
xxi. l-5. 

And on the next day, a great multi- 
tude that was come to the festival day, 
when they had heard that Jesus was 
coming to Jerusalem, 

Took branches of palm-trees, and 
went forth to meet him, and cried: 
Hosanna, blessed is he that cometh in 
the name of the Lord, the king of 
Israel. 

And Jesus found a young ass, and sat 
upon it, as it is written : 

Fear not, daughter of Sion: behold, 
thy king cometh, sitting on an ass’s colt. 

These things his disciples did not 
know at the first; but when Jesus was 
glorified, then they remembered that 
these things were written of him, and 
that they had done these things to him. 
—John xii. 12-16. 


Rejoice greatly, O daughter of Sion, 
shout for joy, O daughter of Jerusalem : 
behold thy King will come to thee, the 
just and saviour: he is poor, and riding 
upon an ass, and upon a colt the foal 
of an ass.—Zach. 1x. 9. 


Jesus saith to them: Have you never 
read in the Scriptures: The stone which 
the builders rejected, the same is be- 
come the head of the corner? By the 
Lord this has been done; and it is won- The 
derful in our eyes.—Matt. xxi. 42. 

Be it known to you all, and to all the 
people of Israel, that by the name of This is the Lord’s doing: and it is 
our Lord Jesus Christ of Nazareth, wonderful in our eyes.—Ps. cxvii. 
whom you crucified, whom God hath 55 953 
raised from the dead, even by him this ` 
man standeth here before you whole. 

This is the stone which was rejected 
by you the builders, which is become the 
head of the corner.—Acts iv. 10, 11. 


stone which the builders re- 
jected; the same is become the head of 
the corner. 


But when it was evening, he sat down 
with his twelve disciples. 

And whilst they were eating, he said: 
Amen I say to you, that one of you is 
about to betray me. ... 

The Son of man indeed goeth, as it is 
written of him : but woe to that man 
by whom the Son of man shall be be-

trayed: it were better for him, if that 
man had not been born.—M att. xxvi. 20, 
21, 24. 

I speak not of you all: I know whom 
I have chosen. But that the scripture 
may be fulfilled: He that eateth bread 
with me, shall lift up his heel against 
me.—John xii. 18. 

Men, brethren, the scripture must 
needs be fulfilled, which the Holy Ghost 
spoke before by the mouth of David 
concerning Judas, who was the leader 
of them that apprehended Jesus: 

Who was numbered with us, and had 
obtained part of this ministry.—Acts 1. 
16, 17. 


Then Jesus saith to them: All you 
shall be scandalized in me this night. 
For it is written: I will strike the shep- 
herd, and the sheep of the flock shall 
be dispersed.—Matt. xxvi. 31. 


But the chief priests having taken the 
pieces of silver, said: It is not lawful to 
put them into the corbona, because it is 
the price of blood. 

And after they had consulted to- 
gether, they bought with them the pot- 
ter’s field, to be a burying place for 
strangers. 

For this cause that field was called 
Haceldama, that is, The field of blood, 
even to this day. 

Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremias the prophet, saying: 
And they took the thirty pieces of silver, 
the price of him that was prized, whom 
they prized of the children of Israel. 

And they gave them unto the potter's 
field, as the Lord appointed to me.— 
Matt, xxvii. 6-10. 


And after they had crucified him, 
they divided his garments, casting lots; 
that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophet, saying: They 
divided my garments among them; and 
upon my vesture they cast lots.—M att. 
xxvii. 35. 

The soldiers therefore, when they had 
crucified him, took his garments, (and 
they made four parts, to every soldier a 
part,) and also his coat. Now the coat 
was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. 
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For even the man of my peace, in 
whom I trusted, who ate my bread, hath 
greatly supplanted me.—Ps. xl. 10. 


Awake, O sword, against my shep- 
herd, and against the man that cleaveth 
to me, saith the Lord of hosts: strike 
the shepherd, and the sheep shall be 
scattered: and I will turn my hand to 
the little ones.—Zach. xiii. 7. 


And I said to them: If it be good in 
your eyes, bring hither my wages: and 
if not, be quiet. And they weighed for 
my wages thirty pieces of silver. 

And the Lord said to me: Cast it to 
the ‘statuary, a handsome price, that I 
was prized at by them. 

And I took the thirty pieces of silver, 
and I cast them into the house of the 
Lord to the statuary.—Zach. xi. 12, 13. 


They parted my garments amongst 
them; and upon my vesture they cast 
lots.— Ps. xxi. 19. 


[The Hebrew word signifies also a potter. 
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They said then one to another: 
Let us not cut it, but let us cast 
lots for it, whose it shall be; that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, saying: 
They have parted my garments among 
them, and upon my vesture they have 
cast lot. And the soldiers indeed did 
these things.—John xix. 23, 24. 


And they asked him, saying: Why 
then do the Pharisees and scribes say 
that Elias must come first? 

Who answering, said to them: Elias, 
when he shall come first, shall restore all 
things; and as it 1s written of the Son 


of man, that he must suffer many 
things and be despised.—Mark 1x. 
10, 11. 

And with him they crucify two 


thieves; the one on his right hand, and 
the other on his left. 

And the scripture was fulfilled, which 
saith: And with the wicked he was 
reputed.— Mark xv. 27, 28. 

For I say to you, that this that is 
written must yet be fulfilled in me: 
And with the wicked was he reckoned. 
For the things concerning me have an 
end.—Luke xxii. 37. 


And he came to Nazareth where he 
was brought up: and he went into the 
Synagogue, according to his custom, on 
the sabbath day; and he rose up to read. 

And the book of Isaias the prophet 
was delivered unto him. And as he 
unfolded the book, he found the place 
where it was written: 

The Spirit of the Lord is upon me. 
Wherefore he hath anointed me to 
preach the gospel to the poor, he hath 
sent me to heal the contrite of heart, 

To preach deliverance to the captives, 
and sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, to preach the 
acceptable year of the Lord, and the day 
of reward. 

And when he had folded the book, he 
restored it to the minister, and sat 
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Despised, and the most abject of men, 
a man of sorrows, and acquainted with 
infirmity: and his look was as it were 
hidden and despised, whereupon we es- 
teemed him not. 

Surely he hath borne our infirmities 
and carried our sorrows; and we have 
thought him as it were a leper, and as 
one struck by God and a icted. 

But he was wounded for our iniqui- 
ties, he was bruised for our sins: the 
chastisement of our peace was upon 
him, and by his bruises we are healed. 
—If lin. 3-5. 


Therefore will I distribute to him 
very many, and he shall divide the 
spoils of the strong, because he hath de- 
livered his soul unto death, and was re- 
puted with the wicked: and he hath 
borne the sins of many, and hath prayed 
for the transgressors.—/s. lu. 12. 


The spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because the Lord hath anointed me: he 
hath sent me to preach to the meek, to 
heal the contrite of heart, and to preach 
a release to the captives, and deliverance 
to them that are shut up. 

To proclaim the acceptable year of 
the Lord, and the day of vengeance of 
our God: to comfort all that mourn.— 
is. KL 1, 2 
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down. And the eyes of all in the syna- 
gogue were fixed on him. 

And he began to say to them: This 
day is fulfilled this scripture in your 
ears.—Luke iv. 16-21. 


And he found in the temple them 
that sold oxen and sheep and doves, and 
the changers of money sitting. 

And when he had made, as it were, 
a scourge of little cords, he drove them 
all out of the temple, the sheep also and 
the oxen, and the money of the changers 
he poured out, and the tables he over- 
threw. 

And to them that sold doves he said: 
Take these things hence, and make not 
the house of my Father a house of traf- 
fic. 

And his disciples remembered that it 
was written: 

The zeal of thy house hath eaten me 
up.—John iu. 14-17. 


No man can come to me, except the 
Father, who hath sent me, draw him; 
and I will raise him up in the last day. 

It is written in the prophets: And 
they shall all be taught of God. Every 
one that hath heard of the Father, and 
hath learned, cometh to me.—John vi. 
44, 45. 


And whereas he had done so many 
miracles before them, they believed not 
in him: 

That the saying of Isaias the prophet 
might be fulfilled, which he said: Lord, 
who hath believed our hearing? and to 
whom hath the arm of the Lord been re- 
vealed ? 

Therefore they could not believe, be- 
cause Isaias said again: 

He hath blinded their eyes, and hard- 
ened their heart, that they should not 
see with their eyes, nor understand with 
their heart, and be converted, and I 
should heal them. 

These things said Isaias, when he saw 
his glory, and spoke of him.—John xii. 
37-41. 


If I had not done among them the 
works that no other man hath done, 
they would not have sin; but now they 


For the zeal of thy house hath eaten 
me up: and the reproaches of them that 
reproached thee are fallen upon me.— 
Ps. Ixvin. 10. 


All thy children shall be taught of 
the Lord: and great shall be the peao# 
of thy children.—Js. liv. 13. 


Who hath believed our report? and 
to whom is the arm of the Lord re- 
vealed.—Js. li. 1. 

And he (the Lord) said: Go, and 
thou shalt say to this people: Hearing, 
hear, and understand not: and see the 
vision, and know it not. 

Blind the heart of this people, and 
make their ears heavy, and shut their 
eyes: lest they see with their eyes, and 
hear with their ears, and understand 
with their heart, and be converted and 
I heal them.—/Js. vi. 9, 10. 
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have both seen and hated both me and 
my Father. 

But that the word may be fulfilled 
which is written in their law: They 
hated me without cause.—John 
24, 25.

Afterwards, Jesus knowing that all 
things were now accomplished, that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, said: I 
thirst. 

Now there was a vessel set there full 
of vinegar. And they, putting a sponge 
full of vinegar about hyssop, put it to 
his mouth.—John xix. 28, 29. 

And they came to the place that is 
called Golgoth, which is the place of 
Calvary. 

And they gave him wine to drink 
mingled with gall. And when he had 
tasted, he would not drink.—Matt. 
xxvii. 33, 34. 


The soldiers therefore came; and they 
broke the legs of the first, and of the 
other that was crucified with him. 

But after they were come to Jesus, 
when they saw that he was already 
dead, they did not break his legs. 

But one of the soldiers with a spear 
opened his side, and immediately there 
came out blood and water. 

And he that saw it, hath given testi- 
mony; and his testimony is true. And 
he knoweth that he saith true; that you 
also may believe. 

For these things were done, that the 
scripture might be fulfilled: You shall 
not break a bone of him. 

And again another scripture saith: 
They shall look on him whom they 
pierced.—John xix. 32-37. 


This same being delivered up, by the 
determinate counsel and foreknowledge 
of God, you by the hands of wicked men 
have crucified and slain. 

Whom God hath raised up, having 
loosed the sorrows of hell, as 1t was 1m- 
possible that he should be holden by it. 

For David saith concerning him: I 
foresaw the Lord before my face: be- 
cause he is at my right hand, that I may 
not be moved. 

For this my heart hath been glad, 
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Consider my enemies for they are 
multiplied, and have hated me with a* 
unjust hatred.—Ps. xxiv. 19. 


And they gave me gall for my food, 
and in my thirst they gave me vinegar 
to drink.—Ps. Ixviii. 22. 


In one house shall it (the paschal 
lamb) be eaten, neither shall you carry 
forth of the flesh thereof out of the 
house, neither shall you break a bone 
thereof.—Ex. xu. 46. 

They shall not leave any thing thereof 
until morning, nor break a bone thereof, 
they shall observe all the ceremonies of 
the phase.—Num. ix. 12. 

And I will pour out upon the house of 
David, and upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, the spirit of grace, and of 
prayers: and they shall look upon me, 
whom they have pierced: and they shall 
mourn for him as one mourneth for an 
only son, and they shall grieve over him, 
as the manner is to grieve for the death 
of the first born.—Zach. xii. 10. 


I set the Lord always in my sight: 
for he is at my right hand, that I be 
not moved. 

Therefore my heart hath been glad, 
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and my tongue hath rejoiced: more- 
over my flesh also shall rest in hope. 

Because thou wilt not leave my soul 
in hell, nor suffer thy Holy One to see 
corruption. 

Thou hast made known to me the 
ways of life: thou shalt make me full 
of joy with thy countenance. 

Ye men, brethren, let me freely speak 
to you of the patriarch David; that he 
died, and was buried; and his sepulchre 
is with us to this present day. 

Whereas therefore he was a prophet, 
and knew that God hath sworn to him 
with an oath, that of the fruit of his 
loins one should sit upon his throne. 

Foreseeing this, he spoke of the resur- 
rection of Christ. For neither was he 
left in hell, neither did his flesh see cor- 
ruption.—Acts 1i. 23-31. 

And we declare unto you, that the 
promise which was made to our fathers, 

This same God hath fulfilled to our 
children, raising up Jesus, as in the 
second psalm also is written: Thou art 
my Son, this day have I begotten thee. 

And to show that he raised him up 
from the dead, not to return now any 
more to corruption, he said thus: I will 
give you the holy things of David faith- 
ful. 

And therefore, in another place also, 
Ae saith: Thou shalt not suffer thy holy 
one to see corruption. 

For David, when he had served in his 
generation, according to the will of 
God, slept: and was laid unto his 
fathers, and saw corruption. 

But he whom God hath raised from 
the dead, saw no corruption.—Acts Xiii. 
32-37. 


Be penitent, therefore, and be con- 
verted, that your sins may be blotted 
out. 

That when the times of refreshment 
shall come from the presence of the 
Lord, and he shall send him who hath 
been preached unto you, Jesus Christ, 

Whom heaven indeed must receive, 
until the times of the restitution of all 
things, which God hath spoken by the 
mouth of his holy prophets, from the 
beginning of the world. 

For Moses said: A prophet shall the 
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and my tongue hath rejoiced: moreover 
my flesh also shall rest in hope. 

Because thou wilt not leave my soul 
in hell; nor wilt thou give thy holy one 
to see corruption. 

Thou hast made known to me the 
ways of life, thou shalt fill me with joy 
with thy countenance: at thy right 
hand are delights even to the end.—Ps. 
xv. 8-11. 

Incline your ear and come to me: 
hear and your soul shall live, and I will 


make an everlasting covenant with you, 
the faithful mercies of David.—IJs.lv.3. 


The Lord thy God will raise up t 
thee a prophet of thy nation and of 
thy brethren like unto me: him thou 


Lord your God raise up unto you of shalt hear. 
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your brethren, like unto me: him you 
shall hear according to all things what- 
soever he shall speak to you. 

And it shall be, that every soul which 
will not hear that prophet, shall be de- 
stroyed from among the people.—Acts 
jÜ. 19-23. 


You are the children of the prophets, 
and of the testament which God made 
to our fathers, saying to Abraham: And 
in thy seed shall all the kindreds of the 
earth be blessed. 

To you first God, raising up his Son, 
hath sent him to bless you; that every 
one may convert himself from his wick- 
edness.—Acts 111. 25, 2G. 


Who having heard it, with one accord 
lifted up their voice to God, and said: 


Lord, thou art he that didst make 
heaven and earth, the sea, and all 
things that are in them. 

Who, by the Holy Ghost, by the 


mouth of our father David, thy ser- 
vant, hast said: Why did the Gentiles 
rage, and the people meditate vain 
things? 

The kings of the earth stood up, and 
the princes assembled together against 
the Lord and his Christ. 

For of a truth there assembled to- 
gether in this city against thy holy child 
Jesus, whom thou hast anointed, Herod, 
and Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles 
and the people of Israel, 

To do what thy hand and thy coun- 
sel decreed to be done.—Acts iv. 24-28. 


And the place of the scripture which 
lie (the eunuch of Ethiopia) was read- 
ing was this: He was led as a sheep 
to the slaughter; and like a lamb with- 
out voice before his shearer, so openeth 
he not his mouth. 

In humility his judgment was taken 
away. His generation who shall de- 
clare. for his life shall be taken from 
the earth ? 

And the eunuch answering Philip, 
said: I beseech thee, of whom doth the 
prophet speak this? of himself, or of 
some other man ? 

Then Philip, opening his mouth, and 
beginning at this scripture, preached 
unto him Jesus.—Acts vill. 32-35. 
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And he that will not hear his words, 
which he shall speak in my name, I will 
be the revenger.—Deut. xviii. 15, 19. 


I will bless them that bless thee, and 
curse them that curse thee, and in thee 
Shall all the kindred of the earth be 
blessed.—Gen. xii. 3. 

And in thy seed shall all the nations 
of the earth be blessed, because thou 
hast obeyed my voice.—Gen. xxii. 18. 


Why have the Gentiles raged, and the 
people devised vain things? 

The kings of the earth stood up, and 
the princes met together, against the 
Lord, and against his Christ.—Ps. i. 
l; 2: 


He was offered because it was his own 
will, and he opened not his mouth: he 
shall be led as a sheep to the slaughter, 
and shall be dumb as a lamb before his 
shearer, and he shall not open his 
mouth. 

He was taken away from distress, 
and from judgment: who shall declare 
his generation ? because he is cut off out 
of the land of the living: for the wick- 
edness of my people have I struck him. 
— Is. lin. 7, 8. 
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Christ did not please himself, 
but as it is written: The reproaches of 
them that reproached thee, fell upon 
me.—Rom. xV. 3. 


For 


For it is evident that our Lord 
sprung out of Juda: in which tribe 
Moses spoke nothing concerning priests. 

And it is yet far more evident: if ac- 
cording to the similitude of Melchise- 
dech there ariseth another priest, 

Who is made not according to the law 
of a carnal commandment, but accord- 
ing to the power of an indissoluble life: 

For he testifieth: Thou art a priest 
for ever, according to the order of Mel- 
chisedech.—Heb. vii. 14-17. 


Wherefore when he cometh into the 
world, he saith: Sacrifice and oblation 
thou wouldest not: but a body thou hast 
fitted to me: 

Holocausts for sin did not please 
thee. 

Then said I: Behold I come: in the 
head of the book, it is written of me: 
that I should do thy will, O God. 

In saying before, Sacrifices, and obla- 
tions, and holocausts for sin thou 
wouldest not, neither are they pleasing 
to thee, which are offered according to 
the law. 

Then said I: Behold, I come to do 
thy will, O God: he taketh away the 
first, that he may establish that which 
followeth. 

In the which will, we are sanctified 
by the oblation of the body of Jesus 
Christ once.—Jleb. x. 5-10. 


For unto this are you called: because 
Christ also suffered for us, leaving you 
an example that you should follow his 
steps. 

Who did no sin, neither wį s guile 
found in his mouth. 

Who, when he was reviled, did not 
revile: when he suffered, he threatened 
not: but delivered himself to him that 
judged him unjustly. 

Who his own self bore our sins in 
his body upon the tree: that we, being 
dead to sins, should live to justice: by 
whose stripes you were healed.—1 Peter 
ii. 21-24. 
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For the zeal of thy house hath eaten 
me up: and the reproaches of them 
that reproached thee are fallen upon me. 
— Ps. Ixviii. 10. 


The Lord hath sworn, and he will not 
repent: Thou art a priest for ever ac- 
cording to the order of Melchisedech.

And he shall give the ungodly for his

And I say to thee: That thou art 
Peter; and upon this rock | will build 
my church, and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it. 

And I will give to thee the keys of 
the kingdom of heaven. And whatso- 
ever thou shalt bind upon earth, it shall 
be bound also in heaven: and whatso- 
ever thou shalt loose on earth, it shall 
be loosed also in heaven.—Malt. xvi. 
lo; 19; 

And Jesus coming, spoke to them, 
saying: All power is given to me in 
heaven and in earth. 

Going therefore, teach ye all nations; 
baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. 

Teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: and 
behold I am with you all days, even 
to the consummation of the world.— 
Matt, xxviii. 18-20. 

And he said to them: Go ye into the 
whole world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature. 

He that believeth and is baptized, 
shall be saved: but he that believeth 
not shall be condemned.—Mark xvi. 
15, 16. 

Whop therefore they had dined, Jesus 
saith to Simon Peter: Simon, son of 
John, lovest thou me more than these? 
He saith to him: Yea, Lord, thou know- 
est that I love thee. He saith to him: 
Feed my lambs. 

He saith to him again: Simon, son 
of John, lovest thou me? He saith to 
him: Yea, Lord, thou knowest that I 


love thee. He saith to him: Feed my 
lambs. 
He said to him the third time: 


Simon, son of John, lovest thou me? 
Peter was grieved, because he had said 
to him the third time: Lovest thou me? 
And he said to him : Lord, thou knowest 
all things: thou knowest that I love 
thee. lie said to him: Feed my sheep. 
—John xxi. 15-17. 

And he hath subjected all things un- 
der his feet, and hath made him 
(Christ) head over all the church. 

Which is his body, and the fulness of 
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hirn who is filled all in all.. Eph. 1. 
22, 23. 

And he gave some apostles, and some 
prophets, and other some evangelista, 
and other some pastors and doctors, 

For the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry, for the edify- 
ing of the body of Christ.—Eph. iv. 
11, 12. 

Because the husband is the head of 
the wife, as Christ is the head of the 
Church. He is the saviour of his body. 

Therefore as the church is subject to 
Christ, so also let the wives be to their 
husbands in all things.—Eph. v. 23, 24.

And with very many other words did 
he (Peter) testify and exhort them, 
saying: Save yourselves from this per- 
verse generation. 

They therefore that received his 
word, were baptized; and there were 
added in that day about three thousand 
souls. 

And they were persevering in the 

doctrine of the apostles, and in the 
communication of the breaking of 
bread, and in prayers. 
. And continuing daily with one 
accord in the temple, and breaking 
bread from house to house, they took 
their meat with gladness and simplicity 
of heart: 

Praising God, and having favor with 
all the people. And the Lord increased 
daily together such as should be saved. 
— Acts il. 40-42, 46, 47. 

And as they (Peter and John) were 
speaking to the people, the priests, and 
the officer of the temple, and the Sad- 
ducees, came upon them, 

Being grieved that they taught the 
people, and preached in Jesus the resur- 
rection from the dead. 

But many of them who had heard the 
word, believed; and the number of the 
men was made five thousand.—Actr» iv. 
1, 2, 4. 

And when they had prayed, the place 
was moved wherein they were assem- 
bled; and they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and they spoke the word of 
God with confidence. 

And the multitude of believers had 
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but one heart and one soul: neither did 
any one say that aught of the things 
which he possessed, was his own; but 
all things were common unto them. 

And with great power did the 
apostles give testimony of the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ our Lord; and 
great grace was in them all.—Acts iv. 
31-33. 

And there came great fear upon the 
Whole church, and upon all that heard 
these things. 

And by the hands of the apostles were 
many signs and wonders’ wrought 
among the people. And they were all 
with one accord in Solomon’s porch. 

But of the rest no man durst join 
himself unto them; but the people mag- 
nified them. 

And the multitude of men and women 
who believed in the Lord, was more in- 
creased.—A cfs V. 11-14. 

But one came and told them: Behold, 
the men whom you put in prison, are in 
the temple standing, and teaching the 
people... . 

And when they had brought them, 
they set them before the council. And 
the high priest asked them, 

Saying: Commanding, we com- 
manded you, that you should not 
teach in this name; and behold, you 
have filled Jerusalem with your doc- 
trine, and you have a mind to bring the 
blood of this man upon us. 

But Peter and the apostles answer- 
ing, said: We ought to obey God rather 
than men... . 

And every day they ceased not in the 
temple, and from house to house, to 
teach and preach Christ Jesus.—Acts 
V. 25, 27-29, 42. 

And in those days, the number of the 
disciples increasing, there arose a mur- 
muring of the Greeks against the He- 
brews. for that their widows were 
neglected in the daily ministration. 

Then the twelve calling together the 
multitude of the disciples, said: It 1s 
not reason that we should leave the 
word of God, and serve tables. 

Wherefore, brethren, look ye out 
among you seven men of good reputa- 
tion, full of the Holy Ghost and wis- 
dom, whom we may appoint over this 
business. 
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But we will give ourselves continually 
to prayer, and to the ministry of the 
word. 

And the saying was liked by all the 
multitude. And they chose Stephen, a 
man full of faith, and of the Holy 
Ghost, and Philip, and Prochorus, and 
Nicanor, and Timon, and Parmenas, 
and Nicolas, a proselyte of Antioch. 

These they set before the apostles; 
and they praying, imposed hands upon 
them. 

And the word of the Lord increased; 
and the number of the disciples was 
multiplied in Jerusalem exceedingly: 
a great multitude also of the priests 
obeyed the faith.—Acts vi. 1-7. 

And at that time there was raised a 
great persecution against the church 
which was at Jerusalem; and they 
were all dispersed through the countries 
of Judea, and Samaria, except the 
apostles. ..- 

They therefore that were dispersed, 
went about preaching the word of God. 
— Acts vill. l, 4. 

While Peter was yet speaking these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them 
that heard the word. 

And the faithful of the circumcision, 
who came with Peter, were astonished, 
for that the grace of the Holy Ghost 
was poured out upon the Gentiles also. 

For they heard them speaking with 
tongues, and magnifying God. 

Then Peter answered: Can any man 
forbid water, that these should not be 
baptized, who have received the Holy 
Ghost, as well as we? 

And he commanded them to be bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ.—Acts x. 44-48. 

Now they who had been dispersed by 
the persecution that arose on occasion 


of Stephen, went about as far as 
Phenice and Cyprus and Antioch, 
speaking the word to none, but to the 
Jews only. 

But some of them were men of 


Cyprus and Cyrene, who, when they 
were entered into Antioch, spoke also 
to the Greeks, preaching the Lord 
Jesus. 

And the hand of the Lord was with 
them: and a great number believing, 
were converted to the Lord. 
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And the tidings came to the ears of 
the church that was at Jerusalem, 
touching these things: and they sent 
Barnabas as far as Antioch. 

Who, when he was come, and had 
seen the grace of God, rejoiced: and he 
exhorted them all with purpose of heart 
to continue in the Lord. 

For he was a good man, and full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith. And a 
great multitude was added to the Lord. 

And Barnabas went to Tarsus to seek 
Saul: whom, when he had found, he 
brought to Antioch. 

And they conversed there in the 
church a whole year; and they taught 
a great multitude, so that at Antioch 
the disciples were first named Chris- 
tians.—Acts xi. 19-26. 

But the word of the Lord increased 
and multiplied. 

And Barnabas and Saul returned 
from Jerusalem, “having fulfilled their 
ministry, taking with them John, who 
was surnamed Mark.—Acts xil. 24, 25. 

Now there were in the church which 
was at Antioch, prophets and doctors, 
among whom was Barnabas, and Simon 
who was called Niger, and Lucius of 
Cyrene, and Manahen, who was the fos- 
ter brother of Herod the tetrach, and 
Saul. 

And as they were ministering to the 
Lord, and fasting, the Holy Ghost said 
to them: Separate me Saul and Barna- 
bas, for the work whereunto I have 
taken them. 

Then they, fasting and praying, and 
imposing their hands upon them, sent 
them away.—Acts xill. 1-3. 

Then Paul and Barnabas said boldly 
(to the Jews of Antioch in Pisidia) : To 
you it behoved us first to speak the 
word of God: but because you reject 
it, and judge yourselves unworthy of 
eternal life, behold we turn to the 
Gentiles. 

For so the Lord hath commanded us: 
I have set thee to be the light of the 
Gentiles; that thou mayst be for salva- 
tion unto the utmost part of the earth. 

And the Gentiles hearing it, were 
glad, and glorified the word of the 

‘They were sent to Jerusalem to convey the 


alms poliecied by the church at Antioch. Acts 
xl. 29, 30 
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Lord: and as many as were ordained to 
life everlasting, believed. 

And the word of the Lord was pub- 
lished throughout the whole country.— 
Acts Xiii. 46-49. 

And some coming down from Judea, 
taught the brethren: That except you 
be circumcised after the manner of 
Moses, you cannot be saved. 

And when Paul and Barnabas had no 
small contest with them, they deter- 
mined that Paul and Barnabas, and cer- 
tain others of the other side, should go 
up to the apostles and priests to Jeru- 
salem about this question. 

. And when they were come to 
Jerusalem, they were received by the 
church, and by the apostles and an- 
cients, declaring how great things God 
had done with them. 

But there arose some of the sect of 
the Pharisees that believed, saying: 
They must be circumcised, and be com- 
manded to observe the law of Moses. 

And the apostles and ancients as- 
sembled to consider of this matter... . 

Then it pleased the apostles and an- 
cients, with the whole church, to choose 
men of their own company, and to send 
to Antioch, with Paul and Barnabas, 
namely, Judas, who was surnamed 
Barsabas, and Silas, chief men among 
the brethren. 

Writing by their hands: The apostles 
and ancients, brethren, to the brethren 
of the Gentiles that are at Antioch, and 
in Syria and Cilicia, greeting. 

Forasmuch as we have heard, that 
some going out from us have troubled 
you with words, subverting your souls; 
to whom we gave no commandment: 

It hath seemed good to us, being as- 
sembled together, to choose out men, 
and to send them unto you. with our 
well beloved Barnabas and Paul. . . . 

For it hath seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost and to us, to lay no further bur- 
den upon you than these necessary 
things: 

That you abstain from things sacri- 
ficed to idols, and from blood, and from 
things strangled, and from fornication; 
from which things keeping yourselves, 
you shall do well. Fare ye well.— 

XV. 1,2, 4-6,22-25, 28, 29. 
And as they (Paul and Silas) passed 
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through the cities, they delivered unto 
them the decrees for to keep, that were 
decreed by the apostles and ancients 
who were at Jerusalem. 

And the churches were confirmed in 
faith, and increased in number daily.— 
Acts xvi. 4, 5. 

We have found this (Paul) to be a 
pestilent man, and raising seditions 
among all the Jews throughout the 
world, and author of the sedition of the 
sect of the Nazarenes.—Acts xxiv. 5. 

But we desire to hear of thee what 
thou thinkest; for as concerning this 
sect, we know that it is everywhere con- 
tradicted.—Acts xxviii. 22. 

And God indeed hath set some in 
the church; first apostles, secondly 
prophets, thirdly doctors; after that 
miracles; then the graces of healings, 
helps, governments, kinds of tongues, 
interpretations of speeches.—Il Cor. 
xii. 28. 

If therefore the whole church come 
together into one place, and all speak 
with tongues, and there come in un- 
learned persons or infidels, will they not 
say that you are mad? 

But if all prophesy, and there come 
in one that believeth not, or an un- 
learned person, he is convinced of all, 
he is judged of all. 

The secrets of his heart are made 
manifest; and so, falling down on his 
face, he will adore God, affirming that 
God is among you indeed. 

How is it, then, brethren? When you 
come together, every one of you hath a 
psalm, hath a doctrine, hath a revela- 
tion, hath a tongue, hath an interpreta- 
tion: let all things be done to edifica- 
tion. 

If any speak with a tongue, let it be 
by two, or at the most by three, and in 
course, and let one interpret. 

But if there be no interpreter, let 
him hold his peace in the church, and 
speak to himself and to God. 

And let the prophets speak, two or 
three; and let the rest judge. 

But if any thing be revealed to an- 
other sitting, let the first hold his peace. 

For you may all prophesy one by one; 
that all may learn, and all may be ex- 
horted. 

Let Silence in the 


women keep 
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churches: for it is not permitted them 
to speak, but to be subject, as also the 
law saith.—1 Cor. xiv. 23-31, 34. 

And he gave some apostles, and some 
prophets, and other some evangelists, 
and other some pastors and doctors, 

For the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry, for the edify- 
ing of the body of Christ.—Eph. w. 
11, 12. 
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Take heed to yourselves, and to the 
Whole flock, wherein the Holy Ghost 
hath placed you bishops, to rule the 
church of God, which he hath pur- 
chased with his own blood.—Acts 
XX. 28. 

Be without offence to the Jews, and 
to the Gentiles, and to the church of 
God.— 1 Cor. x. 32. 

What, have you not houses to eat and 
to drink in? Or despise ye the church 
of God; and put them to shame that 
have not? What shall I say to youl 
Do I praise you? In this I praise you 
not.—1l Cor. xi. 22. 

And he hath subjected all things un- 
der his feet, and hath made him head 
over all the church, 

Which is his body, and the fulness of 
him who is filled all in all.—Eph. i- 
22, 23. 

But if I tarry long, that thou mayst 
know how thou oughtest to behave thy- 
self in the house of God, which 1s the 
church of the living God, the pillar and 
ground of the truth.—1 Tim. i. 15.

Holy Father, keep them in thy 
name whom thou hast given me; that 
they may be one, as we also are. ... 

And not for them only do I pray, but 
for them also who through their word 
shall believe in me; 

That they all may be one, as thou, 
Father, in me, and I in thee; that they 
also may bo one in us; that the world 
may believe that thou hast sent me.— 
John xvii. 11, 20, 21. 

For as in one body we have many 
members, but all the members have not 
the same office: 

So we being many, are one body in 
Christ, and every one members one of 
another.—Rom. xii. 4, 5. 

For we, being many, are one bread, 
one body, all that partake of one bread. 
— Í Cor. x. 17. 

For as the body is one, and hath many 
members; and all the members of the 
body, whereas they are many, yet are 
one body, so also is Christ. 

For in one Spirit were we all bap- 
tized into one body, whether Jews or 
Gentiles, whether bond or free; and in 
one Spirit we have all been made to 
drink. . 

But now there are many members in- 
deed, yet one body. . . 

Now you are the body 
members of member.—1 
I, 205, 20; 

But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach a gospel to you besides 
that which we have preached to you, let 
him be anathema. 

As we said before, so now I say 
again: if any one preach to you a gos- 
pel, besides that which you have re- 
ceived, let him be anathema.—Gal. 1. 
8, 9. 

And he hath subjected all things un-

Now therefore you arc no more 
Strangers and foreigner; but you arc

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apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief corner stone: 

In whom all the building, being 
framed together, groweth up into a holy 
temple in the Lord. 

In whom you also are built together 
into an habitation of God in the Spirit. 
— Eph. i. 19-22. 

One body and one Spirit; as you 
are called in one hope of your calling. 

One Lord, one faith, one baptism.— 
Eph. iv. 4, 5. 

But doing the truth in charity, we 
may in all things grow up in him who 
is the head, even Christ: 

From whom the whole body, being 
compacted and fitly joined together, by 
what every joint supplieth, according 
to the operation in the measure of every 
part, maketh increase of the body, unto 
the edifying of itself in charity.—Eph. 
iv. 15, 16. 

And he is the head of the body, the 
church, who is the beginning, the first 
born from the dead; that in all things 
he may hold the primacy.—Col. i. 18. 

Let no man seduce you, willing in 
humility, and religion of angels, walk- 
ing in the things which he hath not 
seen, in vain puffed up by the sense of 
his flesh,

DEAD, PRAYING FOR THE 


A gift hath grace in the sight of all 
the living, and restrain not ‘grace from 
the dead.—Ecclus. vii. 37. 

And making a gathering, he (Judas) 
sent twelve thousand drachms of silver 
to Jerusalem for sacrifice to be offered 
for the sins of the dead, thinking well

He (Beseleel) made also the pro- 
pitiatory, that is, the oracle, of the 
purest gold, two cubits and a half in 
length, and a cubit and a half in 
breadth. 

Two cherubims also of beaten gold, 
which he set on the two sides of the 
propitiatory: 

One cherub in the top of one side, 
and the other cherub in the top of the 
other side: two cherubims at the two 
ends of the propitiatory, 

Spreading their wings, and covering 
the propitiatory, and looking one 
towards the other, and towards it.—Ex. 
xxxvii. 6-9. 

And all the walls of the temple round 
about he (Solomon) carved with divers 
figures and carvings: and he made in 
them cherubims and palm-trees, and 
divers representations, as it were stand- 
ing out, and coming forth from the 
wall. 

. And in the entrance of the 
oracle he made little doors of olive-tree, 
and posts of five corners, 

And two doors of olive-tree: and he 
carved upon them figures of cheru- 
bims, and figures of palm-trees, and 
carvings very much projecting: and he 
overlaid them with gold: and he cov- 
ered both the cherubims and the palm- 
trees, and the other things with gold.— 
3 Kings vi. 29, 31, 32. 

And in the top of the base there was 
a round compass of half a cubit, so 
wrought that the laver might be set 
thereon, having its gravings, and di- 
vers sculptures of itself. 

He engraved also in those plates, 
which were of brass, and in the corners, 
cherubims, and lions, and palm-trees, 
in the likeness of a man standing, so 
that they seemed not to be engraven, 
but added round about.—3 Kings vil. 
35%. 00: 

And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord into its place, 
into the oracle of the temple, into the

For the cherubims spread forth their 


wings over the place of the ark, and 
covered the ark, and the staves thereof 
above.— 3 Kings viii.

and he graved cherubim s on the 
w alls.

(For if he had not hoped that they 
that were slain should rise again, it 
would have seemed superfluous and 
vain to pray for the dead.)—2 Mach. 
xii. 43, 44. 

But when thou makest a feast, call 
the poor, the maimed, the lame, and 
the blind; 

And thou shalt be blessed, because 
they have not wherewith to make thee 
recompense: for recompense shall be 
made thee at the resurrection of the 
just.—Luke xiv. 13, 14. 

But they that shall be accounted 
worthy of that world, and of the resur- 
rection from the dead, shall neither be 
married, nor take wives. 

Neither can they die any more: for 
they are equal to the angels, and are 
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the children of God, being the children 
of the resurrection. 

Now that the dead rise again, Moses 
also showed, at the bush, when he 
called the Lord, The God of Abraham, 
and the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob; 

For he is not the God of the dead, 
but of the living: for all live to him. 
—Luke xx. 35-38. 

Wonder not at this; for the hour 
cometh, wherein all that are in the 
graves shall hear the voice of the Son 
of God. 

And they that have done good things, 
shall come forth unto the resurrection 
of life; but they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of judgment.— 
John v. 28, 29. 

And this is the will of my Father 
that sent me: that every one who seeth 
the Son, and believeth in him, may 
have life everlasting, and I will raise 
him up in the last day. 

No man can come to me, except the 
Father, who hath sent me, draw him; 
and I will raise him up in the last day. 

. He that eateth my flesh, and 
drinketh my blood, hath everlasting 
life: and I will raise him up in the 
last day.—John vi. 40, 44, 55. 

Jesus saith to her: Thy brother 
shall rise again. 

Martha saith to him: I know that he 
shall rise again, in the resurrection 
at the last day. 

Jesus said to her: I am the resur- 
rection and the life: he that believeth 
in me, although he be dead, shall live. 
—John Xi. 23-25. 

But this I confess to thee, that ac- 
cording to the way, which they call a 
heresy, so do I serve the Father and my 
God, believing all things which are 
written in the law and the prophets: 

Having hope in God, which these al- 
so themselves look for, that there shall 
be a resurrection of the just and un- 
just.—Acts xxiv. 14, 15. 

Now God hath both raised up the 
Lord, and will raise us up also by his 
power.—1 Cor. vi. 14. 

Now if Christ be preached, that he 
arose again from the dead, how do 
some of you say, that there is no re- 
surrection of the dead? 
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But if there be no resurrection of the 
dead, then Christ is not risen again. 

And if Christ be not risen again, 
then is our preaching vain, and your 
faith is also vain. 

Yea, and we are found false wit- 
nesses of God: because we have given 
testimony against God, that he hath 
raised up Christ; whom he hath not 
raised up, if the dead rise not again. 

For if the dead rise not again, 
neither is Christ risen again. 

And if Christ be not risen again, 
your faith is vain, for you are yet in 
your sins. . 

But now Christ is risen from the 
dead, the first-fruits of them that sleep. 

For by a man came death, and by 
a man the resurrection of the dead. 

And as in Adam all die, so also in 
Christ all shall be made alive.—1 Cor. 
xv. 12-17, 20-22. 

Otherwise what shall they do that 
are baptized for the dead, if the dead 
rise not again at all? why are they 
then baptized for them? . 

If (according to man) I fought with 
beasts at Ephesus, what doth it profit 
me, if the dead rise not again? Let us 
eat and drink, for to-morrow we shall 
die.—1 Cor. xv. 29, 32. 

But some man will say: How do the 
dead rise again? or with what manner 
of body shall they come? 

Senseless man, that which thou sow- 
est 1s not quickened, except it die first. 

And that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not the body that shall be; but 
bare grain, as of wheat, or of some of 
the rest. 

But God giveth it a body as he will: 
and to every seed its proper body... . 

So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption, it shall 
rise in incorruption. 

It is sown in dishonor, it shall rise 
in glory. It is sown in weakness, it 
shall rise in power. 

It is sown a natural body, it shall 
rise a spiritual body.—1 Cor. xv. 35- 
38, 42-44. 

Behold, I tell you a mystery. We 
shall all indeed rise again: but we shall 
not all be changed. 

In a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trumpet: for the 
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trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall 
rise again incorruptible: and we shall 
be changed. 

For this corruptible must put on in- 
corruption; and this mortal must put 
on immortality.—1 Cor. xv. 51-53. 

And we will not have you ignorant, 
brethren, concerning them that are 
asleep, that you be not sorrowful, even 
as others who have no hope. 

For if we believe that Jesus died, and 
rose again ; even so them who have slept 
through Jesus, will God bring with 
him. 

For this we say unto you in the 
word of the Lord, that we who are 
alive, who remain unto the coming of 
the Lord, shall not prevent them who 
have slept. 

For the Lord himself shall come 
down from heaven with command- 
ment, and with the voice of an arch- 
angel, and with the trumpet of God: 
and the dead who are in Christ, shall 
rise first. 

Then we who are alive, who are left, 
shall be taken up together with them 
in the clouds to meet Christ, into the 
air, and so shall we be always with the 
Lord. 

Wherefore, comfort ye one another 
with these words.—I Thess. iv. 12-17. 

And I saw the dead, great and small, 
standing in the presence of the throne, 
and the books were opened; and an- 
other book was opened, which is the 
book of life; and the dead were judged 
by those things which were written in 
the books, according to their works. 

And the sea gave up the dead that 
were in it, and death and hell gave up 
their dead that were in them; and 
they were judged every one according 
to their works.—Apoc. xx. 12, 13.

Forgive, I beseech thee, the sins of 
this people, according to the greatness 
of thy mercy, as thou hast been merci- 
ful to them from their going out of 
Egypt unto this place. 

And the Lord said: I have forgiven 
according to thy word.—Num. Xiv. 
19, 20. 

And the Lord said to Moses: 

Get you out from the midst of this 
multitude, this moment will I destroy 
them. And as they were lying on the 
ground, 

Moses said to Aaron: Take the cen- 
ser, and putting fire in it from  .he 
altar, put incense upon it, and go 
quickly to the people to pray for them : 
for already wrath is gone out from the 
Lord, and the plague rageth. 

When Aaron had done this, and had 
run to the midst of the multitude which 
the burning fire was now destroying, 
he offered the incense: 

And standing between the dead and 
the living, he prayed for the people, 
and the plague ceased.—Num. xvi. 
44-48, 

And the Philistines heard that the 
children of Israel were gathered to- 
gether to Masphath, and the lords of 
the Philistines went up against Israel. 
And when the children of Israel heard 


this, they were afraid of the Philis- 
tines. 

And they said to Samuel: Cease not 
to cry to the Lord our God for us, that 
he may save us out of the hand of the 
Philistines. 

And Samuel took a sucking lamb, 
and offered it whole for a holocaust to 


the Lord: and Samuel cried to the 
Lord for Israel, and the Lord heard 
him. 


And it came to pass, when Samuel 
was offering the holocaust, the Phil- 
istines began the battle against Israel: 
but the Lord thundered with a great 
thunder on that day upon the Philis- 
tines, and terrified them, and they were 
overthrown before the face of Israel.— 
l Kings vii. 7-10. 

And after the Lord had spoken these 
words to Job, he said to Eliphaz the 
Themanite: My wrath is kindled 
against thee, and against thy two 
friends, because you have not spoken 
the thing that 1s right before me, as my 
servant Job hath. 

Take unto you therefore seven oxen, 
and seven rams, and go to my servant 
Job, and offer for yourselves a holo- 
caust: and my servant Job shall pray 
for you: his face I will accept, that 
folly be not imputed to you: for you 
have not spoken right things before 
me, as my servant Job hath. 

So Eliphaz the Themanite, and Bal- 
dad the Suhite, and Sophar the Naam- 
athite went, and did as the Lord had 
spoken to them, and the Lord accepted 
the face of Job. 

The Lord also was turned at the 
penance of Job, when he prayed for his 
friends.—Job xi. 7-10. 

They forgot God, who saved them, 
who had done great things in 
Egypt, wondrous works in the land 
of Cham: terrible things in the Red 
Sea. 

And he said that he would destroy 
them: had not Moses his chosen stood 
before him in the breach: 

To turn away his wrath, lest he 
should destroy them.—Ps. cv. 21-23. 

And they provoked him with their 
inventions: and destruction was mul- 
tiplied among them. 

Then Phinees stood up, and pacified 
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him: and the 
cv. 29, 30. 

But the just also were afterwards 
touched by an assault of death, and 
there was a disturbance of the multi- 
tude in the wilderness: but thy wrath 
did not long continue. 

For a blameless man made haste to 
pray for the people, bringing forth the 
shield of his ministry, prayer, and by 
incense making supplication, withstood 
the wrath, and put an end to the 
calamity, showing that he was thy ser- 
vant. 

And he overcame the disturbance, 
not by strength of body nor with force 
of arms, but with a word he subdued 
him that punished them, alleging the 
oaths and covenant made with the 
fathers.—IVis. xviii. 20-22. 

Then some of the friends of Helio- 
dorus forthwith begged of Onias, that 
he would call upon the most High to 
grant him his life, who was ready to 
give up the ghost. 

So the high priest considering that 
the king might perhaps suspect that 
some mischief had been done to Helio- 
dorus by the Jews, offered a sacrifice 
of health for the recovery of the 
man. 

And when the high priest was pray- 
ing, the same young men in the same 
clothing stood by Heliodorus, and said 
to him: Give thanks to Onias_ the 
priest: because for his sake the Lord 
hath granted thee life.—2 Mach. iu. 
31-33. 

Confess therefore your sins one to an- 
other: and pray one for another, that 
you may be saved. For the continual 
prayer of a just man availeth much.— 
James v. 16.

And the waters returned, and covered 
the chariots and the horsemen of all the 
army of Pharao, who had come into the 
sea after them, neither did there so 
much as one of them remain.—Ex. V.

And the people seeing that Moses 
delayed to come down from the mount, 
gathering together against Aaron, said: 
Arise, make us gods, that may go be- 
fore us: for as to this Moses, the man 
that brought us out of the land of 
Egypt, we know not what has befallen 
him. 

And Aaron said to them: Take the 
golden earrings from the ears of your 
wives, and your sons and daughters, and 
bring them to me. 

And the people did what he had com- 
manded, bringing the earrings to 
Aaron. 

And when he had received them, he 
fashioned them by founders’ work, and 
made of them a molten calf. And they 
said: These are thy gods, O Israel, that 
have brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt. 

And rising in the morning, they of- 
fered holocausts, and peace victims, and 
the people sat down to eat, and drink, 
and they rose up to play. 
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And the Lord spoke to Moses, saying: 

Go, get thee down : thy people, which 
thou hast brought out of the land of 
Egypt, hath sinned. , 

Then standing in the gate of the 
camp, he (Moses) said: If any man be 
on the Lord’s side, let him join with 
me. And all the sons of Levi gathered 
themselves together unto him. 

And he said to them: Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel: Put every man his 
sword upon his thigh: go, and return 
from gate to gate through the midst of 
the camp, and let every man kill his 
brother, and friend, and neighbor. 

And the sons of Levi did according 
to the words of Moses, and there were 
slain that day about three and twenty 
thousand men.—Ex. xxxii.

As yet the flesh was between their 
teeth, neither had that kind of meat 
failed: when behold the wrath of the 
Lord being provoked against the people, 
struck them with an exceeding great 
plague.—Num. xi. 4-6, 10, 32, 33. 

C. And there the Lord spoke to 
Moses, saying: 

Send men to view the land of Cha- 
naan, which I will give to the children 
of Israel, one of every tribe, of the 
rulers.. .. 

And they spoke ill of the land, which 
they had viewed, before the children o1 
Israel, saying: The land which we have 
viewed, devoureth its inhabitants: the 
people, that we beheld, are of a tall 
stature. <2. 

Therefore the whole multitude crying 
wept that night. 

And all the children of Israel mur- 
mured against Moses and Aaron. . . . 

And the Lord spoke to Moses and 
Aaron, saying: 

How long doth this wicked multitude 
murmur against me? I have heard 
the murmurings of the children of 
Israel. 

Say therefore to them: As I live, 
saith the Lord: According as you have 
spoken in my hearing, so will I do to 
you. 

In the wilderness shall your carcasses 
lie. All you that were numbered from 
twenty years old and upward, and have 
murmured against me, 

Shall not enter into the land, over 
which I lifted up my hand to make you 
dwell therein, except Caleb the son of 
Jephone, and Josué the son of Nun. 

l Therefore all the men, whom 
Moses had sent to view the land, and 
who at their return had made the whole 
multitude to murmur against him, 
speaking ill of the land that it was 
naught, 

Died, and were struck in the sight of 
the Lord.—Num. xiii.

Rose up against Moses, and with 
them two hundred and fifty others of 
the children of Israel, leading men of 
the synagogue, and who in the time of 
assembly were called by name. . 

And the Lord said to Moses:

And Moses said: By this you shall 
know that the Lord hath sent me to do 
all things that you see, and that I have 
not. forged them of my own head: 

If these men die the common death of 
men, and if they be visited with a 
plague, wherewith others also are wont 
to be visited, the Lord did not send me. 

But if the Lord do a new thing, and 
the earth opening her mouth swallow 
them down, and all things that belong 
to them, and they go down alive into 
hell, you shall know that they have 
blasphemed the Lord. 

And immediately as he had made an 
end of speaking, the earth broke asun- 
der under their feet: 

And opening her mouth, devoured 
them with their tents and all their sub- 
stance. 

And they went down alive into hell, 
the ground closing upon them, and 
they perished from among the people. 

But all Israel, that was standing 
round about, fled at the cry of them 
that were perishing: saying: Lest per- 
haps the earth swallow us up alive. 

And a fire coming out from the Lord, 
destroyed the two hundred and fifty men 
that offered the incense.—Num. xvi. 1, 
2, 23-35. 

And strangers stood up against him 
(Moses), and through envy the men 
that were with Dathan and Abiron, com- 
passed him about in the wilderness, and 
the congregation of Core in their wrath. 

The Lord saw and it pleased him not, 
and they were consumed in his wrath- 
ful indignation. 

He wrought wonders upon them, and 
consumed them with a flame of fire.— 
Ecclus. xiv. 22-24. 


I2th. The Disobedience of Achan 


And let this city (Jericho) be an 
anathema, and all things that are in it, 
to the Lord.

and brought them to the valley of 
Achor: 

Where Josué said: Because thou hast 
troubled us, the Lord trouble thee this 
day. And all Israel stoned him: and 
all things that were his, were consumed 
with fire.—Jos. vi. 17, 18; vu. 1, 10-12, 
15, 24, 25.

And he that brought the news an- 
swered, and said: Israel has fled be- 
fore the Philistines, and there has been 
a great slaughter of the people: more- 
over thy two sons, Ophni and Phinees, 
are dead: and the ark of God is taken. 

And when he had named the ark of 
God, he fell from his stool backwards 
by the door, and broke his neck, and 
died. For he was an old man, far ad- 
vanced in years: and he judged Israel 
forty years.—1 Kings in. 11-13; iv. 10, 
11, 15, 17, 18.

Be not afraid, and let it not seem to 
you a hard case, that you sold me into 
these countries: for God sent me be- 
fore you into Egypt, for your preserva- 
tion. 

For it is two years since the famine 
began to be upon the land, and five 
years more remain, wherein there can 
be neither plowing nor reaping. 

And God sent me before, that you 
may be preserved upon the earth, and 
may have food to live. 

Not by your counsel was I sent 
hither, but by the will of God: who 
hath made me as it were a father to 
Pharao, and lord of his whole house, 
and governor in all the land of Egypt. 
— Gen. Xiv. 3-8.

For I speak to him mouth to mouth: 
and plainly, and not by riddles and fig- 
ures doth he see the Lord. Why then 
were you not afraid to speak ill of my 
servant Moses?—Num. Xii. 5-8. 

And Moses called all Israel, 
said to them.

lie sanctified him in his faith, and 
meekness, and chose him out of all 
flesh. Ecclus. xiv. 1-4. 

At the same time was Moses born, 
and he was acceptable to God. 

And Moses was instructed in all the 
wisdom of the Egyptians: and he was 
mighty in his words and in his deeds. 
— Acts vii. 20, 22. 

And Moses indeed was faithful in all 
his house as a servant, for a testimony

And the servants of the goodman of 
the house coming, said to him: Sir, 
didst thou not sow good seed in thy 
field? whence then hath it cockle? 

And he said to them: An enemy 
hath done this. And the servants said 
to him: Wilt thou that we go and 
gather it up? 

And he said: No, lest perhaps gath- 
ering up the cockle, you root up the 
Wheat also together with it. 

Suffer both to grow until the har- 
vest, and in the time of the harvest I 
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will say to the reapers: Gather up 
first the cockle, and bind it into bundles 
to burn, but the wheat gather ye into 
my barn. 

Then having sent away the multi- 
tudes, he came into the house, and his 
disciples came to him, saying: Expound 
to us the parable of the cockle of the 
field. 

Who made answer and said to them: 
He that soweth the good seed, is the 
Son of man. 

And the field, is the world. And the 
good seed are the children of the king- 
dom. And the cockle, are the children 
of the wicked one. 

And the enemy that sowed them, is 
the devil. But the harvest is the end of 
the world. And the reapers are the an- 
gels. 

Even as cockle therefore is gathered 
up, and burnt with fire: so shall it be 
at the end of the world. 

The Son of man shall send his an- 
gels, and they shall gather out of his 
kingdom all scandals, and them that 
work iniquity. 

And shall cast them into the furnace 
of fire: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

Then shall the just shine as the sun, 
in the kingdom of their Father.
